The  Newport  Historical  Society 


Each  year  the  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  an  individual  or  individuals  who  have  made  a 
significant  difference  in  the  town.  This  year  the  Town  Report  is  not  dedicated  to  one 
individual,  but  to  a  group  that  has  helped  preserve  the  history  and  qualities  that  make 
Newport  a  jewel  in  the  Upper  Valley. 

Established  in  1928  and  later  incorporated  on  February  26,  1975,  the  Newport  Historical 
Society  was  given  the  mission  to  "preserve  and  disseminate  Newport  history  and 
discover,  collect  and  organize  any  material  which  relates  to  the  area  or  illustrates  the 
history  of  the  area." 

By  any  standard,  the  Newport  Historical  Society  has  succeeded  and  continues  to  succeed 
in  their  mission. 

Presently  the  Historical  Society  is  working  to  save  a  unique  piece  of  Newport  history — 
the  Pier  Bridge.  Constructed  in  1906,  the  Pier  Bridge  is  the  longest  covered  railroad 
bridge  in  the  world.  Built  by  the  Claremont  and  Concord  Railway  Company  to  replace  a 
wood  lattice  bridge  built  in  1871  by  the  Sugar  River  Railroad,  the  bridge  spans  the  Sugar 
River  at  a  length  of  more  than  216  feet  and  is  owned  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
maintained  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic 
Development. 

Until  1915,  there  were  15  covered  railroad  bridges  crossing  the  Sugar  River.  The  Pier 
Bridge  is  one  of  only  two  such  bridges  left  in  Newport.  The  other  bridge  is  the  Wright 
Bridge,  which  is  accessible  from  Chandlers  Mills  Road. 

The  Historical  Society  is  working  to  raise  $100,000  before  the  July  1,  2007  deadline  for 
repairs  and  preservation  of  the  bridge.  The  money  needed  is  a  portion  of  a  $500,000  grant 
from  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Historical  Resources. 

The  grant  will  be  used  to  protect  the  bridge  against  arson  and  accidental  fire  by  applying 
a  fire-retardant  chemical  to  the  structure,  installing  a  sprinkler  system  and  a  fire  alarm 
system.  The  existing  roof  will  also  be  repaired,  as  well  as  the  sideboards  and  floorboards. 

But  this  is  not  the  first  time  the  Historical  Society  has  taken  on  such  a  monumental  task. 
In  1993,  as  many  residents  remember,  the  Corbin  Covered  Bridge  was  destroyed  by  a 
terrible  act  of  arson.  Originally  built  in  1835,  the  bridge  was  rebuilt  and  fully  replicated 
by  nationally  known  covered  bridge  builder  and  master  craftsman  Arnold  Graton  & 
Associates  of  Ashland,  New  Hampshire  in  October,  1994. 

Without  the  efforts  of  the  Historical  Society,  many  of  Newport's  treasures  would  be  lost 
to  time.  It's  not  just  the  bridges  in  town  that  they  help  to  preserve.  The  Historical 


Society  has  saved  a  large  amount  of  artifacts  collected  over  the  years  which  are  housed  in 
a  museum  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Harry  V.  Spanos  District  Court  Building,  Court 
House  Square,  Newport. 

"Fve  never  seen  a  group  work  harder  than  these  people,"  Selectman  Betty  Maiola  has 
said  about  the  Historical  Society  members.  "I'll  be  very  surprised  if  they  don't  make  their 
goal." 

As  a  group,  the  Newport  Historical  Society  has  worked  for  nearly  80  years  to  keep  the 
past  alive  and  preserve  our  history  for  future  generations.  They  have  become  a  part  of 
Newport's  history  and,  with  the  guidance  of  people  such  as  current  Newport  Historical 
Society  president  Kathy  Butcher,  the  historical  society  will  be  there  to  ensure  the  Town's 
future.

Over  the  past  year  we  had  quite  a  range  of  topics  to  discuss  at  our  Board  of  Selectmen 
Meetings.  Some  of  the  items  discussed  were:  Town  Common  Sign  Permits,  Zoning  Fees, 
Cemetery  Rates  &  Regulations,  Granite  Benches  on  the  Common,  Memorial  Locations, 
Road  Weight  Limits,  Committee  Appointments,  and  much  more.  In  addition,  many  of 
the  discussions  have  been  around  two  very  significant  issues. 

The  first  being  the  prospect  of  repairing  Chandlers  Mills  Road.  This  is  a  very  expensive 
project  for  the  Town  even  with  federal  aid  (which  has  not  yet  been  awarded).  Although 
many  folks  use  this  road  as  a  short  cut  to  Claremont,  there  are  many  who  believe  it  is  fine 
to  keep  it  closed  to  thru  traffic. 

The  other  big  issue  is  how  do  we  deal  with  our  trash.  As  you  may  recall,  we  have  been 
planning  on  leaving  the  NHA/^T  Solid  Waste  District  in  July  of  this  year.  After  that  date, 
your  trash  will  continue  to  be  picked  up,  however  you  may  see  some  changes.  The  Solid 
Waste  Study  Committee  has  recommended  a  curbside  trash  and  recycling  pickup 
program.  This  type  of  program  encourages  recycling,  which  the  Board  is  in  support  of. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  two  issues  above,  being  at  our  Town  Meeting  to  let  your  voice 
and  vote  be  heard  is  extremely  important.    In  early  settler  times,  participation  in  Town 
Meeting  was  not  only  mandatory,  but  you  could  get  fined  for  not  attending.  I  am  not 
suggesting  that  is  a  program  we  start  again,  but  understand  the  importance  of  attendance. 
Know  that  you  have  a  chance  to  make  a  difference  with  your  vote. 

There  are  still  many  vacancies  on  Town  Boards  and  Committees.  I  urge  you  to  contact 
the  Town  Manager's  office  to  find  out  about  these  openings.  Serving  on  a  Board  or 
Committee  gives  you  valuable  insight  into  the  Town  as  well  as  an  opportunity  for  public 
service. 

As  I  write  my  last  entry  for  a  Town  Report,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  for  giving  me 
the  opportunity  to  serve  you  for  the  past  four  years.  It  has  been  an  honor  and  a  privilege 
to  be  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  something  I  will  never  forget.  Again,  thank  you.

This  years  Annual  Report  recognizes  the  contributions  the  Newport  Historical  Society 
has  made  to  the  community.  I  think  you  will  find  its  history  and  current  projects 
interesting.  It  is  easy  to  become  a  member  of  the  society;  an  application  is  included  in 
this  year's  annual  report. 

A  number  of  significant  projects  have  been  completed  by  Town  staff  this  year.  Our  new 
Fire  Department  trucks  have  arrived  after  having  been  approved  at  last  years  Town 
Meeting.  We  have  spent  approximately  half  a  million  dollars  on  road  projects  and  the 
sewer  pumping  station  in  Guild  has  been  designed  awaiting  construction  in  the  upcoming 
fiscal  year.  The  Solid  Waste  Committee  has  been  working  with  staff  to  develop  an 
ordinance  for  a  residential  curbside  trash  pickup  program  and  this  ordinance  will  be  acted 
on  during  this  years  Town  meeting.  The  Assessing  Department  has  been  preparing  for 
the  upcoming  revaluation  which  will  be  officially  started  this  spring.  A  new  Town  base 
map  project  has  started  which  will  help  the  accuracy  of  future  revaluations  and  Town 
planning  and  zoning.  There  are  several  zoning  amendments  on  this  years  warrant  all  of 
which  will  help  clean  up  problem  language  and  definitions  existing  in  our  current 
ordinances.  Both  the  Town's  Public  Works  and  Police  Unions  negotiated  new  two  year 
agreements  this  year. 

Thank  you  to  all  the  citizen  volunteers,  elected  officials  and  staff  that  continue  to  make 
Newport  a  special  place  to  live,  work  and  play.

The  Cemetery  &  Grounds  Department  had  59  burials  during  2006. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  2006,  the  department  worked  on  repairing,  sanding  and  painting  picnic  tables, 
trash  receptacles  and  park  benches,  remodeling  and  painting  the  Meadow  Park  building,  repairing  the  north 
end  of  the  Town  Common  and  having  the  overhead  door  panels  replaced  due  to  flood  damage.  We  removed 
large  trees  in  North  Newport  Cemetery,  Maple  Street  Cemetery  and  Meadow  Park  Ballfield  due  to  the  wind 
storm  in  March.  Spring  clean  up  was  performed  in  all  cemeteries  and  parks.  We  also  assisted  the  Water 
Department  with  water  main  breaks  and  water  filter  bed  cleaning. 

During  the  second  quarter  of  2006,  along  with  routine  mowing  and  trimming  of  all  cemeteries,  ballfields, 
commons  and  parks,  we  had  to  spray  the  trees  on  the  Town  Commons  twice  for  caterpillar  infestations.  We 
fertilized  and  mulched  rose  bushes  at  the  Ruger  Lot  and  Little  Common  and  repaired  irrigation  lines  at  the 
Ruger  Lot,  Little  Common  and  Main  Street  center  strip.  Seventeen  loads  of  loam  were  placed  on  Campbell 
Park  in  addition  to  fertilizer,  lime,  seed  and  mulch  hay.  We  also  mulched  the  new  playground  at  Meadow 
Park  for  the  Recreation  Department  and  repaired  the  Boardwalk  in  the  swamp  behind  the  High  School.  The 
Town  Common  was  aerated  three  times  as  well  as  fertilized,  limed  and  seeded. 

During  the  third  quarter  of  2006,  along  with  routine  mowing,  trimming  and  equipment  repair,  we  repaired 
the  football  practice  field  at  the  A.R.C.  due  of  vandalism.  We  repaired  and  replaced  sprinkler  heads  at  the 
football  field  and  repaired  drinking  fountains  at  A.R.C.  and  Meadow  Park.  At  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  five 
graves  at  the  east  end  were  repaired  due  to  damage  sustained  from  a  power  company  Une  truck  and  we 
loamed,  reseeded  and  fertiUzed  Sections  G  and  H.  We  fertilized  and  sprayed  all  the  flowers  for  insects  in 
the  downtown  area.  The  department  laid  out  and  lined  the  Common  for  the  Apple  Pie  Craft  Fair,  put  up 
fencing  at  the  Pariin  Airport  for  the  EMS  Division's  "Run  What  You  Brung  "event,  and  closed  off  the  east 
gate  at  Pine  Grove  Cemetery.  The  department  also  purchased  a  new  Hustler  Fast  Trac  Mower, 

During  the  fourth  quarter  of  2006,  the  department  completed  Fall  clean  up  in  all  cemeteries,  repaired  and 
painted  all  rosebush  boxes,  trimmed  back  the  rosebushes  and  insulated  them  for  winter,  repaired  sunken 
graves  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  serviced  and  put  into  winter  storage  all  mowing  and  trimming  equipment, 
took  out  of  storage  and  repaired  our  Hawl  Frost  Remover  and  laid  out  and  marked  cemeteries  for  winter 
grave  sites.  We  also  researched  information  on  the  Cemetery  Commission  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.

Newport  Fire/EMS  is  a  full  service  municipal  fire  service.  The  Department  has  three 
divisions,  Fire  Operations,  Emergency  Medical  Services  (EMS),  and  Building  and  Life 
Safety.  The  career  fighters  work  two  12-hour  shifts  or  24-hour  days  with  four  days  off. 
The  Chief  works  primarily  on  the  day  shift  and  responds  when  available  after  normal 
hours.  The  Deputy  Chief,  Wayne  Conroy,  works  dayshift  and  responds  after  hours  as 
well.  He  oversees  the  Fire  Operations,  which  are  staffed  with  four  career 
firefighters/officers  and  currently  22  on-call  firefighters/officers.  The  EMS  Division  is 
currently  staffed  by  the  EMS  Division  Chief  Brian  Tracey,  who  works  four  12-hour  days 
(M-Th)  and  is  subject  to  call  back.  A  cross-trained  firefighter  is  assigned  to  a  rotating 
weekday  shift  along  with  23  on-call  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  who  respond  when 
possible.  The  Building  and  Life  Safety  Division,  (Municipal  Inspection)  duties  are 
handled  mostly  by  Lieutenant  Dube  with  assistance  from  Deputy  Chief  Conroy  and  Chief 
Lamb.  These  personnel  work  closely  the  staff  of  Planning  and  Zoning  for  Building, 
Health  and  Housing  Code  issues  as  well  as  Fire  Safety  Code  issues. 

The  EMS  Division  has  handled  1,055  calls  this  year.  The  average  amount  of  time  for  an 
EMS  call  is  a  minimum  of  two  hours  for  at  least  two  technicians.  During  the  past  year, 
there  were  numerous  times  when  we  staffed  and  responded  to  three  emergency 
ambulance  calls  at  the  same  time.  The  EMS  Division  provides  ambulance  service  to 
towns  of  Newport,  Goshen,  Croydon,  part  of  Sunapee,  Newbury  for  Mount  Sunapee  as 
well  as  "Mutual  Aid"  to  New  London  Hospital  and  Golden  Cross  Ambulance  Services. 
The  revenues  generated  by  all  the  costs  are  put  back  into  the  Town's  "General  Fund"  that 
is  used  to  offset  the  actual  costs  of  taxpayer's  dollars.  The  breakdown  of  the  1,055  EMS 
calls  is  as  follows:

There  were  287  calls  in  the  first  quarter,  237  in  the  second  quarter,  and  253  in  the  third 
quarter,  and  278  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

This  year,  thanks  to  the  support  of  the  Newport  Service  Organization,  we  have  been  able 
to  better  equip  all  of  our  ambulances,  so  that  they  are  all  set  up  the  same  type  of 
equipment.  We  are  also  appreciative  of  the  support  they  have  given  to  allow  two  of  our 
personnel  to  continue  with  their  trainings  and  qualifications  as  they  pursue  Para-medic 
credentials.  In  December,  we  experienced  a  bittersweet  celebration,  Mike  Dixon,  took  a 
sabbatical  to  pursue  his  career  to  become  a  doctor,  enrolling  in  medical  school. 
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The  Fire  Operations  responded  to  450  calls  (64  different  types  of  calls)  during  2006. 
This  year  we  had  to  deal  with  weather  related  issues  such  as  flooding  and  high  winds.  It 
is  interesting  that  the  majority  of  our  calls  occurred  Monday  through  Friday  and  during 
the  regular  working  hours. 


Forestry 

Fire  personnel  also  issue  burning  permits  as  outlined  by  the  Division  of  Forest  and  Lands 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  following  personnel  have  been  identified  as 
authorized  personnel  By  Forest  And  Lands,  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens,  Wayne  Conroy, 
Chris  Marcotte,  Mike  Rastallis,  David  McCrillis,  Steve  Dube,  James  Blood,  Chris  Amos, 
Jason  Rook  and  Pete  Lamb  as  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Since  last  year  the  residents  and 
guests  of  Newport  can  no  longer  get  burning  permits  for  an  outside  incinerator  or  "barrel" 
burning  due  to  new  statewide  requirements.  The  classifications  of  type  of  fire  permits 
also  changed  during  this  year  and  thus  we  are  only  able  to  account  for  the  number  of 
permits  issued  for  the  year.  The  following  represents  the  activities  of  the  local  permits 
issued  by  the  Deputy  Wardens  of  Newport:

Emergency  Management 

This  past  year,  Newport  has  seen  some  unprecedented  weather  conditions  for  our  area. 
We  received  some  major  rain  during  the  year.  One  example  was  in  July  when  we  lost 
several  roads  in  the  Town  and  some  of  the  riverbank  behind  the  "Crows  Nest 
Campground"  on  South  Main  Street.  We  able  to  secure  a  small  state  grant  to  remove  the 
debris  field  from  the  river  thanks  to  the  help  of  the  property  owner  in  the  area.  Even 
though  the  removal  didn't  clean  the  area  up  back  to  it's  pristine  conditions,  it  did  allow 
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for  the  removal  of  trees  and  debris  that  could  of  created  another  potential  hazardous 
condition  on  the  south  branch  of  the  Sugar  River.  We  assisted  Public  Works  /  Highway  to 
get  funding  from  FEMA  for  Chandler's  mill  Road  but  the  Town  was  unsuccessful  in 
receiving  this  grant. 

The  Fire  Station  is  also  a  Deer  Tagging  Station  for  the  Department  of  Inland  Wildlife  and 
Fisheries  during  the  hunting  season.     This  year's  activity  levels  for  deer  tagging  in 
Newport  are  in  a  separate  page  later  in  this  report. 

The  Team  Members  of  Newport  Fire-EMS  are  listed  in  the  front  section  of  this  report. 
These  people  not  only  respond  to  emergencies  to  assist  people  in  need,  they  also  take 
time  away  from  their  families  to  be  better  trained  and  to  maintain  their  certifications. 
Personnel  from  both  Divisions  took  part  in  "National  Incident  Management  Systems" 
Course  (3  hours)  and  many  took  part  in  a  Hazardous  Materials  "operations"  course  (24 
hours)  this  past  year.    The  personnel  of  the  EMS  Division  must  be  a  Certified 
Emergency  Medial  Technician  before  becoming  a  Member  and  in  addition,  must 
maintain  their  certifications.  The  Division  was  able  to  offer  57  hours  of  continuing 
education  in  house.  The  members  of  the  EMS  Division  logged  more  than  420  total  man- 
hours  in  training.  Training  included  Cardiac  Care  and  AED's,  "Tricks  of  the  trade",  " 
Tasers  and  their  use"  OB/GYN  emergencies  to  name  a  few.  This  year  we  had  fourteen 
members  re-certify  their  National  Emergency  Medical  Registry  certifications.  Fire 
Operations  Members  logged  in  over  1,674  in  fire  service  training  hours.  This  includes 
420  hours  in  department  training,  270  hours  in  rescue  topics,  200  man-hours  in  individual 
company  training  hours,  84  hours  in  physical  fitness,  100  hours  in  specialized  topics.  In 
September  personnel  travel  to  the  State  Fire  Academy  in  Concord  for  training  in  the 
"Flashover"  simulator  for  a  better  understanding  of  fire  behavior.  We  were  also  able  to 
participate  on  one  of  the  training  days  with  the  dedication  of  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Firefighter's  Memorial.  This  had  a  bittersweet  feeling  for  some,  since  the  memorial  also 
identifies  those  firefighters  who  have  loss  their  lives  while  in  the  line  of  duty.  Newport 
unfortunately  has  two  firefighters  identified  at  the  memorial,  2^^  Assistant  Foreman 
Rodney  Tilton  was  killed  October  3,  1886  and  Call  firefighter  Arthur  Ford  was  killed 
November  3'^'*  1938.  In  total,  personnel  from  Newport  Fire-EMS  logged  in  over  2,000 
man-hours  in  training. 

The  Fire-EMS  Department  is  proud  of  its  heritage  and  its  traditions.  We  are  pleased  that 
the  Newport  Firefighters  Association  and  the  Newport  Ambulance  Attendant's 
Association  continue  to  serve  the  community  and  our  citizens.  As  Chief  of  the 
Department,  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  and  admiration  to  the  Officers, 
Members  and  their  families  of  all  Divisions  of  the  Fire-EMS  Department  for  their  loyalty 
and  dedication  to  serve.  I  thank  training  Officers,  Deputy  Conroy  and  EMT-I  Sue 
Gregory  and  their  assistants  for  all  the  work  they  have  done  in  maintaining  our  skill 
levels  of  our  dedicated  professionals. 

A  special  note  of  thanks,  to  those  individuals  and  organizations  that  have  helped  us 
"behind  the  scenes",  especially  the  Newport  Service  Organization.  Without  the 
invaluable  support  that  the  Newport  Service  Organization  and  others  have  provided,  we

would  not  have  been  able  to  purchase  much-needed  equipment  for  our  ambulances  and 
our  personnel. 

We  also  want  to  thank  you,  our  customers  and  taxpayers  for  allowing  us  to  serve,  the 
other  department  heads  and  personnel  within  this  community  for  their  cooperation  as  this 
is  what  makes  Newport  not  only  a  good  place  to  work,  but  a  great  place  to  live.

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  work  collaboratively  to 
reduce  the  risk  and  frequency  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  please  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or 
Fire  Department  to  determine  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Under  State  law  (RSA  227-L:17)  a  fire  permit  is 
required  for  ail  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental 
Services  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of  household  waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  department  or  DBS  at  1- 
800-498-6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information.  Safe  open  burning  requires  diligence  and  responsibility.  Help  us  to  protect 
New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.

Fire  activity  was  very  high  during  the  first  several  weeks  of  the  2006  fire  season,  with  red-flag  conditions  issued  by  the  National  Weather 
Service  and  extreme  fire  danger  in  many  sections  of  the  state.  The  largest  forest  fire  during  this  period  occurred  in  late  April  and  burned 
98  acres.  The  extremely  dry  conditions  in  spring  resulted  in  over  twice  the  amoimt  of  acreage  burned  than  in  all  of  2005.  Our  statewide 
system  of  fu-e  lookout  towers  is  credited  with  keeping  most  fires  small  and  saving  several  structures  this  season  due  to  their  quick  and 
accurate  spotting  capabilities.  Fires  in  the  wildland  urban  interface  damaged  6  structures,  a  constant  reminder  that  forest  fires  bum  more 
than  just  trees.  Homeowners  should  take  measures  to  prevent  a  wildland  fire  from  spreading  to  their  home.  Precautions  include  keeping 
your  roof  and  gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine  needles,  and  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  your  home  free  of  flammable 
materials.  Additional  information  and  homeowner  recommendations  are  available  at  www.firewise.org.  Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your 
local  fire  department  and  the  state's  Forest  Rangers  by  being  fire  wise  and  fire  safe!

The  winter  of  2005-06  gave  us  25  treatable  snow/ice  storms.  We  used  1200  tons  of  road  salt  and  4000 
tons  of  winter  sand  to  treat  Newport's  roads.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  other  Town  departments  for 
all  their  assistance  throughout  the  winter. 

2006  was  a  very  wet  year.  Mud,  floods  and  washouts  seemed  to  be  the  rule  once  again  in  2006.  The 
wet  weather  has  taken  its  toll  on  our  roads.  Considerable  and  costly  damage  was  done  to  Bradford 
Road,  Maple  Street,  Blaisdell  Road  and  Chandlers  Mill  Road  due  to  heavy  rain  storms  -  not  to 
mention  the  grading  and  regrading  of  all  of  our  gravel  roads  each  time  heavy  rain  occurred. 

Major  projects  undertaken  by  the  department  were:  The  Pollards  Mills  Road  Reconstruction  from 
Breakneck  Road  to  Route  10;  The  2006  Paving  Project  which  included  shim  and  overlay  of  portions 
of  the  following  streets:  Maple  Street,  Whitcher  Road,  Elm  Street,  Laurel  Street,  Park  Street,  Page 
Hill  Road,  Spring  Court  and  Barton-Whitney  Road;  Temporary  repairs  were  made  to  Greenwood 
Road  Bridge  and  the  weight  limit  was  reduced  to  3  tons;  Two  handicap  parking  spaces  were  created 
on  Main  Street  in  front  of  the  court  house  and  MJ  Harrington's. 

As  part  of  our  annual  scheduled  work,  streets  were  swept,  crosswalks,  parking  lines  and  center  lines 
were  painted,  potholes  were  patched,  shoulder  gravel  was  placed  and  culverts  were  replaced  on 
various  roads,  roadsides  were  mowed,  rip-rap  was  placed  in  some  deep  ditches,  we  responded  to 
complaints  of  trash  on  the  sides  of  roads,  ditch  lines  were  cleaned  out,  trees  and  brush  were  cut  and 
trimmed  along  roadsides,  many  signs  have  been  replaced  due  to  vandalism  and  theft  and  traffic  counts 
were  taken  on  various  streets  throughout  the  season.  Fall  cleanup  and  grading  was  completed  and 
winter  sand  was  stockpiled  in  anticipation  of  winter. 

Walter  (Chuck)  Hodgdon  resigned  from  his  position  of  Truck  Driver/Equipment  Operator  in  August 
and  Robert  Gonyea  was  hired  to  fill  that  position  in  October. 

The  department  took  delivery  on  the  equipment  approved  at  Town  Meeting  (dump  truck  with  plow 
attachments,  hydraulic  hammer,  20-ton  equipment  trailer  and  tire  changer/balancer).  We  wish  to 
thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Newport  citizens  for  making  the  purchase  of  this  very  important 
equipment  possible.

The  Joint  Loss  Management  Committee  (JLMC)  is  committed  to  ensure  the  health  and  safety  of 
Town  employees  in  the  workplace.

"Our  Town"was  the  theme  for  the  LAC  exhibit  that  opened  during  Winter  Carnival  on 
February  11,  2006.  Arts  and  crafts  by  talented  Newporters  filled  the  galleries,  with 
photography  and  the  photo  contest  in  the  West  Gallery.  "Old  New  England,"  a  trio  with 
Jane  Orzechowski  played  the  Sunday  concert. 

The  "Connections  and  Collaborations"  exhibit  followed  from  March  24*^  to  April  29th. 
Besides  members  of  the  NH  Women's  Caucus  for  Art,  it  also  featured  local  artists  Dina 
Cody  and  Carol  Sullivan.  "The  Traveling  Pants"  was  a  collaboration  that  included  artists 
from  California  to  Australia  as  well  as  Sullivan  from  Newport.  The  West  Gallery 
extended  "Our  Towns"  to  the  art  and  artists  of  Goshen.  Bea  Jillette  curated  the  show  and 
found  all  sorts  of  hidden  talent  in  the  town  next  door.  A  preview  party  and  exhibit  of  the 
Sunshine  sculptures  of  Newport  was  held  the  first  weekend  in  May  before  they  went  on 
to  be  displayed  at  various  businesses  in  town.  "Creative  Expressions  from  Towle  and 
Richards  Elementary  Schools",  an  exhibit  from  the  classes  of  Caitlin  Mauser  hung  from 
May  12^*^  -June  10th  .  The  combined  LAC  and  Newport  Opera  House  "Sunshine  Town 
Social"  dinner  and  auction  was  held  at  the  Opera  House  on  June  10th.  Delighted  bidders 
took  home  a  sunshine  to  hang  in  their  garden.  The  combined  efforts  of  the  high  schoolers, 
who  made  the  metal  forms,  the  artists  who  painted  them,  the  area  businesses  who  added 
support  and  all  of  the  volunteers,  especially  chair  person  Lori  Barnes,  made  it  a  big 
financial  success  for  both  organizations 

Summer  is  a  busy  time  at  the  LAC.  The  June  16th-July  22nd,  "Through  the  Lens"  exhibit 
featured  some  favorite  photographers  from  the  area,  including  LAC  selections  winners. 
The  west  gallery  hung  "Studio  Series:  Paintings  by  Kate  Niboli.  In  late  summer,  the 
LAC  Juried  Regional  is  a  big  draw  for  professionals  and  amateurs  alike.  Winners  of  the 
selections  competition,  Audrey  Sylvester,  Georgina  Forbes,  Michael  Heffernan  and  Terry 
Downs  will  have  an  exhibit  in  2007  season.  The  summer  schedule  includes  "Summer 
Performances  for  Kids"  on  Thursday  mornings  in  July  with  over  125  at  a  time  in 
attendance.  The  33'^'^  annual  Apple  Pie  Fair  filled  the  Common  on  a  beautiful  day  August 
26'  .  This  is  truly  a  town  wide  event,  combined  with  the  RFL  Library  Festival  on  the 
same  date.  The  Quintessential  Brass  Band  followed  Pete  Merrigan  with  their  joyful  sound 
and  the  Sugar  River  String  Band  played  to  the  audience  on  the  north  end  of  the  Common, 
where  dance  studio  students  did  demonstrations.  The  firemen's  barbeque  fed  the  crowds. 
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A  judge  from  King  Arthur  Flour  joined  Pete  Merrigan  and  John  Rego  Perrotta  in  judging 
the  Apple  Pie  Contest.  The  first  place  winner  was  Paul  Rescsanki  from  Southington,  CT. 
Crafters  from  as  far  away  as  Maine  have  heard  of  the  Fair  and  come  to  sell  their  wares. 

"Capturing  New  England  Light",  September  22-  October  28     featured  excellent 
landscapes  from  the  region,  including  plien  air  painters  selected  from  the  roster  for 
Artists  Days  held  at  the  Fells.  The  LAC  received  a  grant  from  the  NH  State  Council  on 
the  Arts  for  performances  during  the  season,  including  a  return  of  Classicopia  chamber 
music  concerts  on  the  LAC  stage  on  October  8  and  November  4*. 

"Dickens  Through  December"  is  the  LAC's  annual  Gallery  of  Gifts  with  hand  crafted 
items  by  over  50  area  artists  in  a  range  of  prices  for  Holiday  gifts.  The  Dickens'  Night 
Preview  Party  on  November  17th  featured  savory  food  prepared  by  Board  members, 
Flying  Goose  Brew  Pub  tasting  and  chamber  music  played  on  stage.  Ted  Niboli 
encouraged  us  to  feature  hand  crafted  and  original  wreaths  for  the  special  theme  in  the 
gallery.  "Be  careful  what  you  wish  for,"  should  be  the  motto  for  Ted  as  he  brought  in 
pieces  from  his  bam  and  painted  shutters  to  use  as  props  as  well  as  making  his  pine  cone 
and  lobster  shell  wreaths.  Cathryn  Baird  made  beautiful  della  robbia  wreaths  with  fruits 
as  well  as  creations  made  of  horseshoes.  Dec.  20**^  closed  our  busy  2006  season. 

As  always,  education  is  part  of  the  LAC  mission.  Although  the  grant  funding  from  the 
Newport  Fund  expired,  we  continued  "Art  for  Tots",  which  gives  children  3-6  and  their 
parents  a  combined  activity  to  supplement  the  gallery  shows.  Caitin  Mauser,  Kate  Niboli 
and  Megan  Neth  offered  much  needed  art  classes  for  school  aged  children.  They  have 
proved  very  popular  and  continue  into  2007.  Ara  Cardew  offered  studio  pottery,  well  as 
our  ongoing  adult  groups  with  Thor  Carlson  and  Ludmila  Gayvoronsky.  Thanks  to  our 
new  president,  Edith  Walsh,  for  arranging  some  of  the  new  offerings. 

The  Library  Arts  Center  has  benefited  from  all  of  the  energy  and  hard  work  of  all  of  our 
Board  Members.  Edith  Walsh  is  President,  with  George  Montgomery,  Vice  President. 
Georgia  Scott  served  throughout  2006  as  Secretary,  while  Paula  Johnson  came  on 
prepared  to  take  over  from  Lori  Barnes  as  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  2006.  Board  Member 
Bea  Jillette  has  instituted  and  designed  an  LAC  newsletter. 

We  couldn't  operate  without  all  the  support  and  good  will  that  Newport  has  shown  the 
LAC.  For  the  first  time  in  our  entire  39  years,  we  asked  for  limited  funding  at  the  2006 
town  meeting.  We  were  gratified  and  appreciative  of  the  overwhelming  support  of  votes 
for  our  request  of  $7,500.  Although  we  get  the  space  from  the  RFL,  there  has  been  no 
direct  funding  for  LAC  operations  and  programming.  From  memberships,  to  local 
business  sponsorships,  to  donations  for  our  auction,  Newporters  lend  their  support  when 
asked.  We  are  entering  our  40^^  Anniversary  year  of  service  as  a  cultural  resource  for  the 
town  and  the  region.  Thank  you.

Newport's  Parlin  Field  is  a  special 

place  where  people  share  adventure  and 

experience  a  variety  opportunities  that 

remain  special  memories  for  years. 

Many  of  these  memories  become 

stories,  and  stories  become  part  of 

history.  This  is  part  of  the  magic  of 

Parlin  field,  as  in  its  own  way  it 

continues  to  make  history.  The  airport 

continues  to  receive  high  reconmiendations  and  praises.  Based  on 

information  gathered  by  Maura  Stetson  and  written  by  Jane  White,  a  recent 

article  in  Soo-Nipi  Magazine  provided  it's  readers  an  historical  account  of 

Parlin  Field.  Other  aviation  publications  such  as  The  Atlantic  Flier  often 

give  recognition  to  Parlin  Field  for  its  ambiance  as  a  country  airport  and  the 

amenities  and  hospitality  it  affords. 

This  past  year  we  shared  the  loss  of 
a  true  friend  and  long  time  Airport 
Commission  member  Herb 
Findeisen.  For  over  15  years  Herb 
shared  his  passion  of  Parlin  Field  as 
a  pilot  as  well  as  advocate  for  the 
positive  development  of  the  airport.  Herb  planted  the  seeds  of  many  ideas 
that  have  and  will  continue  to  direct  Parlin  Field  for  many  years  to  come. 
Through  memorial  donations  from  many  friends  and  family  members,  Parlin 
Field  will  be  able  to  illuminate  the  airport  windsock.  This  is  a  fitting 
testimony  to  him  in  his  memory.  As  Herb  has  guided  Parlin  Field,  the 
illuminated  windsock  will 
help  guide  aviators  in  the 
night  sky. 


Herb  also  pioneered  a 

weather  instrument  project 

that  Parlin  Field  has  been 

working  on  for  over  three  years.  As  a  service  to  the  community,  Parlin  Field 

is  now  able  to  present  current  weather  information  and  a  webcam  image  of 
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the  airport  accessible  from  the  Town  of  Newport  web  site.  This  is  an 
exciting  project  where  from  any  computer  with  internet  access,  a  person  can 
view  the  current  Newport  weather  conditions  as  well  as  see  what's  going  on 
at  the  airport.  The  development  of  this  service  has  been  a  joint  undertaking 
of  volunteer  efforts,  State  of  NH  grant  funding,  NHVT.net  and  a  generous 
donation  by  The  Newport  Ambulance  Association.  It  is  this  type  of 
community  support  that  is  making  the  difference  for  Parlin  Field. 

The  'Lil  Red  Baron  continues  to 
be  a  popular  destination  for  those 
coming  by  land  or  air. 
Frequently,  groups  of  5  or  more 
aircraft  fly  into  Parlin  Field  to 
stop  by  for  lunch  or  dinner.  Most  pilots  fuel  their  aircraft  here,  take  a  walk 
to  the  Corbin  Covered  Bridge,  ride  a  bike,  or  head  into  town  taking  the  time 
to  enjoy  an  experience  that  few  airports  offer. 


Parlin  Field  is  one  of  thirteen  "open  to  the 
public"  airports  in  New  Hampshire  that 
receives  no  federal  funding.  The 
management  of  Parlin  Field  is  part  of  a  core 
group  of  organizers  working  within  the 
Granite  State  Airport  Managers  Association, 
(GSAMA),  on  increased  funding  legislation. 


This  legislation  is  designed  to  assist  the  sponsors  of  small  airports  like  ParUn 
Field  in  the  costs  of  maintaining  safe  and  improved  aviation  access  to  their 
communities  through  a  grant  subsidized  program. 

Currently  through  this 
grant  program,  for  every 
$50  spent  by  residents  of 
Newport,  the  state  will 
match  $50.  If  the  line 
item  passes,  for  every 
$20  spent  by 

Newporters,  the  state  will  match  $80.  Obviously,  this  would  significantly 
reduce  the  local  taxpayers'  burden  and  spread  the  funding  among  the  many 
in  the  state  that  use  our  airport  to  come  to  Newport  for  business  and 
recreation. 
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It  is  important  to 

understand  that  passage 

of  this  bill  will  NOT 

increase  taxes  or 

burden  the  individual 

taxpayer.  The  source 

of  this  funding  is 

aviation  user-based  and 

uses  funds  that  the 

State  collects  from  aircraft  registrations,  operating  fees  and  aviation  fuel 

taxes.

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In  the  year  2006  we  continued  to  see  an  increase  in  demand  for  service  at  all  levels,  as 
well  as  an  increase  in  the  complexity  of  cases.  Crimes  involving  computers  and  the 
internet  continue  to  grow,  as  do  the  miles  that  separate  the  criminal  and  the  victim. 

I  cannot  warn  people  enough  about  personal  identity  theft  and  scams  and  the  willing  or 
unsuspecting  involvement  of  victims  to  give  out  personal  and  banking  information. 

After  25  years  of  service,  Richard  Lee  retired  from  the  Newport  Police  Department. 
Richard  lives  in  town  and  is  working  as  the  Croydon  Police  Chief.  I  would  like  to  thank 
Richard  for  his  many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  this  department  and  the  people  of 
Newport.  We  wish  Richard  the  best  of  luck. 

This  year  also  saw  the  resignation  of  Michael  Batista  and  Justin  Merrill,  who  both  moved 
on  to  the  Sullivan  County  Sheriffs  office.  Chris  Batista  resigned  and  is  working  in  a 
neighboring  community.  We  wish  the  best  of  luck  to  Mike,  Justin  and  Chris. 

The  greatest  challenge  again  this  year  was  staffing  and  keeping  well-trained  experienced 
police  officers  and  communications  specialists  here  in  Newport.  All  of  us,  including  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  realize  that  salaries  are  low  and  need  to  be  brought  to  a  comparable 
local  level  so  that  we  are  at  least  competitive. 

Another  great  challenge  to  staffing  is  finding  qualified  people  to  fill  vacancies.  Police 
Officer  candidates  must  pass  an  extensive  background  examination  as  well  as  physical 
and  psychological  exams  before  they  can  be  considered  for  employment.  We  must 
follow  rules  set  forth  by  the  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council  that  oversees  the 
certification  of  all  police  officers  in  the  state.  Finding  good  and  qualified 
communications  specialist  is  equally  difficult,  as  the  position  requires  a  person  to  "multi- 
task" as  well  as  work  varied  shifts  as  we  provide  a  24/7  coverage.  Our  work  load  of  calls 
in  and  out  of  dispatch  as  well  as  many  other  duties  and  numerous  frequencies  make  it 
difficult  even  at  slow  times. 

The  ranking  structure  of  the  department  was  re-organized  to  provide  a  more  efficient 
department.  Unfortunately,  due  to  current  staffing  levels,  we  are  unable  to  utilize  the 
new  rank  structure  as  it  was  designed  and  is  most  efficient. 

Through  a  state  and  federal  grant  our  dispatch  center  obtained  a  new  updated 
computerized  digital  console.  The  console  is  the  "Switching  and  Controls"  that  allows  us 
to  send  and  receive  messages  to  emergency  services  personnel  in  the  field.  The  new  unit 
looks  exactly  like  a  normal  computer,  has  a  touch  screen  that  allows  communications 
specialists  to  easily  change  between  a  multitude  of  frequencies  and  perform  other  tasks  at 
a  single  touch. 

I  have  requested  a  capital  expenditure  for  updated  and  ergonomic  furniture  for  outfitting 
the  dispatch  center  as  well  as  other  digital  electronic  equipment  that  will  "fine  tune"  our 
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dispatching  capabilities  as  we  become  more  digital  across  the  state.  The  capital 
expenditure  also  includes  cameras  and  monitors  for  the  facility  as  many  areas  are 
required  to  be  monitored  at  all  times.  The  total  cost  for  the  expenditure  is  in  capital 
reserve  and  will  not  affect  the  tax  rate. 

The  cost  of  the  above  equipment  has  dropped  significantly  in  the  last  couple  of  years, 
originally  costing  over  a  quarter  million  dollars  for  the  same  equipment  when  first 
designed  about  five  years  ago.  The  equipment  will  allow  us  to  be  compatible  with  the 
majority  of  dispatch  centers. 

Sturm  Ruger  donated  new  weapons  to  the  patrol  force  this  year.  The  Ruger  P345,  .45  cal 
semi-automatic  pistol  was  given  to  us.  They  replaced  the  Ruger  P94DAO,  .40  cal  pistol 
that  we  used  for  10  years.  The  new  weapons  also  fit  in  the  former  holsters  saving  several 
hundreds  of  dollars.  The  weapon  has  proven  to  be  an  easy  and  well-designed  weapon  to 
use  by  all  officers. 

In  the  fall  of  2006  we  purchased  a  speed/vehicle  classification  recorder.  This  unit  that  is 
placed  on  roads,  counts  traffic,  the  weight  class  of  vehicles,  and  records  speeds  hourly.  It 
will  be  set  up  and  used  on  many  town  roads  to  determine  where  more  police  patrols  are 
needed  and  at  what  time  of  day  to  curb  motor  vehicle  violations.  The  unit  is  basically 
invisible  with  the  exception  of  a  rubber  tube  across  the  road. 

At  last  year's  town  meeting  two  replacement  cruisers  were  approved.  The  first  was 
delivered  in  August  of  2006  and  the  second  just  recently  delivered  due  to  inventory  being 
depleted  early  and  having  to  wait  for  a  new  model  year.  We  did  obtain  a  2007  Ford 
Expedition  at  2006  prices  as  it  was  ordered  during  2006.  The  Expedition  has  the  storage 
room  that  is  needed  as  well  as  the  capabilities  to  be  driven  in  areas  where  a  sedan  cannot. 
As  more  and  more  residences  are  being  built  on  private  roads,  not  up  to  town  standards,  it 
makes  it  difficult  and  unsafe  to  attempt  to  drive  a  normal  vehicle  to  them. 

The  past  year  also  continued  to  see  an  increase  in  drug  activity  and  related  crimes.  This 
problem  is  the  same  everywhere  and  is  being  tackled  to  keep  drugs  off  our  streets.  The 
biggest  challenge  to  today's  drug  problem  is  the  successful  rehabilitation  and  treatment  of 
addicts.  Former  practices,  which  are  still  being  used  in  the  treatment,  are  not  working  as 
society  and  the  addiction  craving  changes.  It  is  important  to  understand  that  drug 
investigations  take  time.  It  is  also  important  and  critical  for  the  public  to  call  and  advise 
us  of  unusual  occurrences  and/or  increased  traffic,  especially  on  foot,  in  and  out  of 
apartments  or  residences,  especially  if  the  visitors  only  stay  for  moments  at  a  time. 

The  School  Resource  Officer's  position  continues  to  be  a  much  need  and  resourceful 
position.  Due  to  current  laws,  many  activities  that  occur  on  school  property  must  be 
reported.  The  SRO  not  only  investigates  these  situations  but  also  counsels  many  students 
and  that  has  prevented  numerous  situations  from  getting  out  of  hand  or  even  occurring. 
Currently  the  SRO  position  is  being  shared  with  another  position  (Prosecutor)  but  plans 
are  in  effect  to  have  the  SRO  position  filled  all  the  time  as  is  necessary. 

I  would  like  to  remind  everyone  that  the  winter  parking  ban  in  effect  from  November  1  to 
April  1  of  each  year  prohibits  the  overnight  parking  of  any  vehicle  on  a  town  or  state 
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road.  During  larger  snowstorms,  it  is  of  great  help  if  cars  are  not  parked  on  any  portion 
of  a  street  day  or  night  as  out  highway  crews  must  maneuver  large  trucks  to  try  to  keep 
our  streets  free  of  snow. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  agencies,  businesses,  organizations  and  citizens  who  have 
assisted  the  police  department  this  year.

A  brief  synopsis  of  the  major  infrastructure  projects  for  2006  is  as  follows: 

WATER  &  SEWER 

Cheney  Street  Infrastructure  Improvement  Project 

The  Cheney  Street  Infrastructure  Improvement  Project  was  completed  with  the  construction 
of  the  final  punchlist  items  in  the  summer  of  2006.  The  Director  and  Underwood  Engineers 
continued  with  processing  final  payments.  State  Revolving  Fund/State  Aid  Grant  applications 
will  be  processed  at  the  project's  end. 

Sewer  Use  Ordinance 

The  Director,  Water  &  Sewer  Superintendent  Robert  Naylor  and  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant 
(WWTP)  Superintendent  Arnold  Greenleaf  continued  with  an  update  of  the  Sewer  Use  Ordi- 
nance. The  draft  Sewer  Use  Ordinance  was  reviewed  by  Town  Counsel  and  other  Town  De- 
partments. 

Guild  Sewer  Station  Project 

Replacement  of  the  Guild  Sewer  Pump  Station  began  in  2006.  The  Director  negotiated  a  de- 
sign and  construction  administration  contract  with  Underwood  Engineers.  Design  shall  be 
complete  in  early  2007  and  the  project  is  scheduled  for  construction  in  2007  with  the  approval 
of  funding  at  the  May  2007  Town  Meeting. 

Pollards  Mills  Road  and  Water  Main  Replacement  Project 

The  Director  prepared  bid/construction  specifications  for  the  reconstruction  of  Pollards  Mills 
Road  from  Breakneck  Road  to  Route  10.  The  project  included  the  replacement  of  more  than 
700'  of  1"  iron  pipe  with  8"  ductile  iron  water  main.  B.U.R.  Construction  was  the  low  bidder 
and  both  road  and  water  main  were  complete  in  August  per  contract.  This  allowed  the  Public 
Works  Department  to  close  this  contract  and  administer  the  shim  and  overlay  project  in  Sep- 
tember. 
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Parkview  Sewer  Reconstruction  Project 

The  Director  closed  out  the  project  with  processing  of  final  payments  to  Metcalf  &  Eddy  for 
engineering  services.  The  Director  also  completed  reimbursement  request  forms  to  the  NH 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  (NHDES)  with  regard  to  the  State  Revolving  Loan 
Fund  and  the  State  Aid  Grants  for  the  project. 

Ash  Landfill 

In  October  of  2006,  the  Public  Works  Department  assumed  responsibility  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Ash  Landfill.  WWTP  Superintendent  Arnold  Greenleaf  is  pursuing  an  Industrial  Dis- 
charge Permit  to  accept  leachate  from  the  Ash  Landfill  at  the  WWTP.  The  Director,  along 
with  Mr.  Greenleaf  and  Richard  Boone  (Assistant  WWTP  Operator)  received  training  regard- 
ing required  annual  maintenance  and  monitoring  well  testing  protocol.  The  Director  and  Fi- 
nance Director  Paul  Brown  also  received  training  on  preparation  of  annually  required  finan- 
cial assurance  documents. 

Dorr  Lagoons 

The  Director  and  WWTP  Superintendent  Arnold  Greenleaf  continued  work  on  the  closure  of 
the  Dorr  Lagoons.  Project  options  and  cost  estimates  determined  thus  far  are  under  3^'^  party 
review. 

Breakneck  Road  Landfill  and  WWTP  Monitoring  Wells 

WWTP  personnel  completed  the  biannual  monitoring  well  testing  at  the  WWTP  and  the 
Breakneck  Road  Landfill  sites.  The  Director  and  WWTP  Superintendent  Arnold  Greenleaf 
prepared  the  required  annual  reports  to  the  NHDES  summarizing  the  test  results  and  evaluated 
those  results  in  accordance  with  the  groundwater  permits  for  those  sites. 


HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Belknap  Avenue  Bridge  Project 

The  Belknap  Avenue  Bridge  Project  was  completed  in  August  of  2006.  R.M.  Piper  was  the 
low  bidder.  The  Director  will  apply  for  80%  reimbursement  of  all  engineering  and  construc- 
tion costs  through  the  NH  Department  of  Transportation  Bridge  Aid  Program  when  final  in- 
voicing is  completed. 

2006  Paving  Project 

The  Director  prepared  bid  specifications  for  the  2006  Paving  Project.  Pike  Industries  was  the 
low  bidder  and  eight  streets  were  shimmed  and  overlaid  in  September. 

Chandler's  Mill  Road  Embankment  Stabilization  Project 

The  Director  worked  with  Underwood  Engineers  and  the  NH  State  Emergency  Management 
personnel  to  develop  potential  solutions  for  the  approximately  1100  feet  of  Chandler's  Mill 
Road  which  sloughed  due  to  the  extreme  rains  in  May  of  2006.  Underwood  Engineers'  con- 
ceptual study  proposed  a  bank  stabilization  project  utilizing  a  geogrid  reinforced  slope.   The 
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Director  worked  with  Underwood  Engineers  to  prepare  an  application  to  FEMA  for  a  Pre- 
Disaster  Hazard  Mitigation  Grant  to  reimburse  the  Town  for  75%  of  the  project  costs. 

2006  Rain  Events 

The  Town  suffered  severe  road  damage  as  a  result  of  the  May  2006  and  July  2006  extreme 
rain  events.  This  was  rainfall  on  soil  already  saturated  from  the  October  2005  rains.  The  Di- 
rector requested  FEMA  assistance,  however  neither  event  was  eligible  since  the  county  was 
not  declared  a  disaster  area. 


CEMETERY  &  GROUNDS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Director  and  Cemetery  &  Grounds  Superintendent  Brian  Richardson  revised  the  Ceme- 
tery &  Grounds  Rules  &  Regulations  with  regard  to  further  definition  of  marker  placement 
and  various  graveside  appurtenances.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  approved  the  new  regulations 
in  January  2007. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

The  Public  Work  Department  assisted  the  Planning  Board  with  review  of  some  of  the  applica- 
tions for  development  in  the  town  with  regard  to  road,  drainage  and  water  systems. 

The  Director,  Highway  Superintendent  Eraser  Michaud  and  Chief  Mechanic  Ed  Schinck  pre- 
pared bid  package  specifications  for  the  new  dump  truck  cab  &  chassis  and  truck  plow/sander. 
The  truck,  complete  with  plows  and  sander,  was  received  in  January  2007. 

New  hires  (at  year  end)  were  Anthony  Frazier,  Utilities  Technician  in  the  Water  &  Sewer  De- 
partment and  Robert  Gonyea,  Truck  Driver/Equipment  Operator  in  the  Highway  Department. 

The  Department  would  like  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  Town's  support  of  the  purchase 
of  the  following  major  equipment:  dump  truck,  hydraulic  hammer,  20-ton  trailer,  tire 
changer,  utility  truck,  1-ton  dump  truck  and  water  system  correlating  logger  system.  New  and 
efficient  tools  are  always  appreciated  and  the  department  is  fortunate  to  have  this  equipment.

Over  70  programs  and  special  events  were  offered  in  2006  to  Town  of  Newport  residents. 
We  offered  programs  in  all  age  groups  to  bring  a  little  fun  and  recreation  to  everyone. 
Swing  dance,  ballet  lessons,  tennis  lessons,  football  camp,  fitness  classes,  kidzone  and  a 
wide  range  of  team  sports  for  the  kids  to  learn  and  laugh  at.  With  a  budget  of  just  over 
$200,000  dollars,  we  also  bring  in  an  additional  $50,000  back  into  the  town  for  revenue. 
We  boast  150  +  volunteers  to  run  our  programs  and  many  donations  to  the  betterment  of 
kids  in  the  form  of  in-kind  donations,  monetary  donations,  or  equipment  donations  make 
a  huge  impact  in  the  quality  of  life  in  Newport. 

Our  major  projects  for  the  year  included  fundraising  for  a  new  Skatepark  and  fundraising 
for  a  pavilion  to  be  erected  at  Bates  Field/Meadow  Park.  While  these  projects  have  not 
yet  to  be  completed,  the  majority  of  the  fundraising  is  done.  Local  businesses  led  the 
way  with  major  donations  to  set  the  groundwork  for  completion  in  2007.  We  thank  all 
the  businesses  in  town  that  supported  our  projects  and  helped  us  bring  in  new  and 
exciting  possibilities  to  the  youth  of  this  community.  Upcoming  projects  include 
maintenance  on  our  outdoor  tennis  and  basketball  courts,  and  outdoor  track.  It  is  hoped  a 
total  restoration  of  the  track  can  be  completed  in  the  next  5-8  years. 

The  4    annual  Davis  Hemingway  award  was  presented  to  Aaron  Cherry.  Aaron  was  a 
standout  leader  in  our  basketball  program,  not  to  mention  an  honor  roll  student.  He 
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helped  as  a  coach  for  the  Flag  Football  program  and  was  always  willing  to  lend  a  hand 
when  needed.  We  wish  him  luck  in  his  future  endeavors  and  were  proud  to  have  his 
name  engraved  on  the  plaque.  The  Lilyan  Wright  Volunteer  of  the  year  award  went  to 
Jason  Fish.  Jason  has  been  with  the  department  for  14  years.  He  has  volunteered  as  a 
coach  for  each  of  those  seasons  while  working  a  full  time  job  and  part  time  with  us. 
Jason  would  always  volunteer  when  the  situation  arose,  and  we  are  very  lucky  to  have 
Jason  in  our  midst.  We  certainly  were  proud  to  honor  Jason  with  this  award.  The  Kathy 
Gardner  Campers  of  the  year  went  to  Allison  Doucette  and  Dan  Huot.  Their  role 
modeling  of  the  younger  kids  made  them  a  clear  cut  choice  and  the  staff  was  proud  to 
honor  them.  Hannah  Everett  and  Dylan  Gardner  also  were  campers  of  the  year  2006,  for 
the  younger  campers.  The  future  looks  bright  with  these  fine  young  kids  leading  the 
pack. 

The  Newport  Winter  Carnival  was  a  huge  success.  The  Newport  Recreation  Department 
stepped  up  the  ante,  and  offered  14  programs  during  the  5  day  event.  The  town  wide 
scavenger  hunt  turned  up  about  100  attendees  searching  Newport  for  history,  hats,  and 
zany  contests.  The  weather  turned  out  great  and  this  year  no  volunteers  had  to  stay  past 
midnight  to  flood  the  common  (ok  just  once).  The  weather  was  so  good  for  ice  skating, 
we  had  to  postpone  the  Sugar  River  Shiver  due  to  the  thickness  of  ice  on  the  river  (near

In  2006,  the  Richards  Free  Library  and  Library  Arts  Center  became  handicapped 
accessible  and  with  the  installation  of  a  fire  suppression  system,  safer.  The  addition  of 
the  LU/LA  lift  has  allowed  more  people  to  attend  programs  on  the  upper  floors  and  to  use 
the  historical  collection.  In  its  first  six  months  of  use,  the  restored  third  floor  ballroom 
has  hosted  lectures,  book  discussions,  movies  and  children's  activities.  Indeed,  we  found 
that  once  people  heard  that  the  program  was  being  held  in  the  air-conditioned  ballroom, 
attendance  went  up!  The  Rec  Center  used  it  for  ballet  classes  and  the  SAU  used  it  for 
training  and  meetings.  The  ballroom  may  be  used  during  library  hours  and  already 
people  have  used  it  for  meetings,  training  sessions,  baby  showers  and  retirement  parties. 

In  2006,  the  library  checked  out  61,082  books,  videos,  dvds,  cds,  magazines,  games,  and 
toys.  That  is  our  largest  circulation  ever!  We  hosted  5750  children  at  303  programs 
(That's  over  five  programs  a  week!)  and  621  adults  at  30  programs.  People  used  the 
library's  public  computers  to  access  e-mail,  apply  for  jobs,  and  to  conduct  research  7006 
times.  Many  people  used  the  library's  wireless  service  using  their  own  blackberry  or 
laptop.  The  Centurion  sponsored  lectures  ranged  from  a  talk  about  life  in  Afghanistan 
today  to  the  Spanish  Civil  War  to  how  to  write  a  novel.  Our  two  adult  and  two  youth 
book  groups  provided  an  opportunity  for  lively  and  thoughtful  literary  discussions.  The 
summer  reading  program,  "Treasure  Reading"  registered  177  participants  from  teens  to 
toddlers.  We  thank  Lee  McGray  for  continuing  to  underwrite  this  program  in  memory  of 
his  mother. 

During  the  year  the  library  was  the  scene  of  tax  help  from  the  AARP  Tax  Volunteers  and 
classes  by  the  Sullivan  County  Adult  Tutorial  Program,  Adult  Basic  Education  and  New 
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Grossed  $78,588  in  Fuel  Sales

Nelson  is  often  seen  in  the  library  with  paintbrush  or  screw  driver 
helping  to  maintain  the  building.  We  are  also  the  lucky  recipients  of  flowers  from  his 
garden  for  our  front  desk.  We  want  to  give  a  special  thank  you  to  all  our  library 
volunteers  including:  Robert  Almquist,  George  Chikhradze,  Dottie  Collins,  Amanda 
Dube,  Pauline  Horan,  Mary  Lou  Howard,  Alyssa  Kowalczyk,  Paul  Mataruso,  Mary  Lou 
McGuire,  Jinny  Parker,  Doug  Quimby,  and  Dianne  Rochford.

It's  been  another  busy  year  for  the  Office  of  Planning  and  Zoning.    As  the  facts  and  statistics 
in  this  report  demonstrate,  the  high  rate  of  home  construction  and  residential  land 
development  that  began  in  2004  has  continued  through  2006.  Our  town  continues  to  attract 
new  residents  at  a  remarkable  rate.  Both  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  are  doing  their  utmost  to  make  decisions  that  reflect  a  forward-thinking  point  of 
view  that  strives  to  anticipate  future  community  needs  while  meeting  current  needs  as  we 
continue  to  grow. 

The  Master  Plan  Committee  has  continued  to  meet  throughout  the  year  to  update  the  1995 
Master  Plan.  The  committee  is  comprised  of  representatives  from  the  School  Board,  Planning 
Board,  ZBA,  ECON,  and  other  groups  that  work  toward  maintaining  as  well  as  improving  the 
life  style  we  so  highly  value  here  in  Newport.  Their  goal  is  to  ensure  that  zoning  and  building 
regulations  are  in  harmony  with  the  missions  outlined  in  the  Master  Plan.  Both  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  strive  to  balance  the  desires  of  property  owners 
with  the  reality  of  how  their  projects  will  fit  into  the  rural  character  of  our  community.  This  is 
not  always  an  easy  task!  Every  day  I  am  reminded  how  lucky  Newport  is  to  have  so  many 
citizens  willing  and  eager  to  hold  volunteer  positions  on  these  boards,  attend  Planning  Board 
and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  meetings,  and  involve  themselves  in  the  development  of  our 
community. 

I  am  very  proud  to  announce  that  the  Town  of  Newport  was  awarded  a  Community 

Development  Block  Grant  in  the  amount  of  $500,000.00  this  year!  This  is  the  first  grant  that  I 

have  participated  in  writing  or  administering.  ^ 

The  money  will  be  used  toward  the 

development  of  24  units  of  senior  housing 

known  as  the  Meadow  Road  Senior  Housing 

Project.  For  those  of  you  familiar  with 

Newport,  Meadow  Road  runs  parallel  to  Main 

Street  (Behind  MJ  Harrington  &  Co.)  and  along 

the  Sugar  River.  The  property  is  also  adjacent 

to  our  Little  League  and  soccer  fields  as  well  as 

the  recently  updated  "Meadow  (or  Horsy) 

Park".  The  locals  know  it  as  the  former  "PAK"      -  -  _   — « 

site.  This  run-down,  dilapidated  area  will  be  razed,  and  new  buildings  will  be  constructed.  In 
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collaboration  with  Southwestern  Community  Services,  that  site  will  soon  provide  affordable, 
service  enriched  housing  for  some  of  Newport's  displaced  senior  population. 


Site  Visit  at  Meadow  Road 


The  Meadow  Road  Senior  Housing  Project  is  yet  another  example  of  how  Newport  has 
committed  to  revitalize  and  re-energize  Newport's  Main  Street  area.  The  improved 
sidewalks,  lighting  and  landscaping  on  Main  Street  has  significantly  enhanced  the  entire 
downtown.  The  majority  of  property  along  Main  Street  is  rented  and  business  is  booming! 
The  restoration  of  the  Eagle  Block  has  allowed  yet  another  local  restaurateur  to  open  within 
its  walls;  we  welcome  the  Touhy  Family  and  the  Salt  hill  Pub! 

We  are  continually  striving  to  make  as  much  information  from  TOPAZ  available  to  the  public 
without  having  to  make  a  special  trip  into  town.  The  Zoning  Ordinance,  Subdivision 
Regulations  and  Master  Plan  are  a  few  of  the  regulations  accessible  on  our  website: 
w w w . ne wportnh .net .  Of  course  I  always  encourage  people  to  call  and  ask  questions 
BEFORE  beginning  a  project.  The  types  of  permits  issued  by  TOPAZ  include  building 
permits,  electrical  permits,  plumbing  permits,  zoning  permits,  driveway  permits,  renewals  and 
certificates  of  occupancy.

**First  year  of  instituting  electrical   &  plumbing 
permits 

The  Office  of  Planning  &  Zoning  received 
fees  of  approximately  $16,725.41  for 
permits  issued  during  2006. 

We  issued  two  hundred,  sixty-five  (265) 
general  building  permits;  one  hundred- 
twelve  (112)  electrical  permits;  nineteen 
(19)  demo  permits;  seventeen  (17)  zoning 
permits;  forty-eight  (48)  plumbing  permits; 
thirty-one  (31)  certificates  of  occupancy; 
and  four  (4)  temporary  CO's. 


There  were  permits  issued  for  nineteen  (19) 

new  homes  in  2006.  Of  the  new  homes,  four  were  mobile  homes;  two  were  modular  and  the 

rest  were  stick-built.

Public  Hearings 


Planning  Board 


The  Planning  Board  held  thirty-six  (36)  public  hearings  in  2006.  The  most  frequently 
asked  question  regarding  the  Planning  Board  is,  "How  many  new  building  lots  have 
they  approved?"  The  answer:  thirty-two  (32)  new  building  lots  recQived  final  approval, 
five  (5)  new  building  lots  received  preliminary  approval  in  2006.  Although  this  seems 
hke  a  drastic  decline  from  last  year,  we  must  remember  that  the  addition  of  the  Sugar 
Brook  Development  really  added  to  our  building  lot  totals  for  last  year,  and  it  is 
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reasonable  that  we  wouldn't  expect  a  development  of  that  size  to  occur  on  a  regular 
basis  here  in  Newport. 

Other  Activities 

Some  of  the  other  business  that  the  Planning  Board  conducted  this  past  year  included 
fourteen  (14)  site  plans  reviews.  Approvals  included  three  cellular  towers  (two  new;  one 
expansion  to  existing)  by  Verizon  Wireless;  a  new  building  for  Jim's  Cap  Town 
business  in  Kelleyville;  a  small  enclosure  for  equipment  at  Carroll  Concrete;  a  six  unit 
addition  to  Arbor  View  (163  Summer  Street);  an  80  xl20  office  addition  at  Latva 
Machine;  a  56  x  56  classroom  addition  at  Orion  House  at  139  Elm  Street;  the  Meadow 
Road  Senior  Housing  Project  on  Meadow  Road  and  Ash  Street;  a  sales  business  for 
heavy  equipment  sales  and  repair  on  John  Stark  Highway;  an  auto  service  garage  in 
Kelleyville;  a  garage  building  for  a  multi-unit  apartment  complex  on  South  Main  Street 
and  a  new  airplane  hanger  at  Parlin  Field.  The  Planning  Board  also  approved  nine  (9) 
Annexations,  and  two  (2)  Voluntary  Mergers.  There  were  also  various  public  hearings 
on  amending  the  Subdivision  and  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations  as  well  as  some 
proposed  language  for  amending  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

We  welcome  Todd  Fratzel  to  our  Planning  Board  as  a  new,  alternate  member.  It  is  my 
understanding  that  Todd  grew  up  here,  left  for  some  time  and  has  returned  to  build  a 
new  home  and  raise  his  family  here  in  Newport.  I'm  sure  that  Todd's  construction  and 
engineering  background  will  enhance  the  Planning  Board  on  many  levels! 

The  fees  collected  for  Planning  Board  applications  were  $5,854.57. 

Zoning  Board  Of  Adjustment 

Public  Hearings 

A.  The  ZBA  held  thirty  (30)  public  hearings  in  2006.  There  was  one  (1)  Appeal  of 
Administrative  Decision  (decision  was  upheld).  Four  (4)  of  the  hearings  were  appeals  for  Area 
Variances.  All  four  of  the  Area  Variances  were  granted.  There  were  five  (5)  appeals  for  Use 
Variances.  Of  these,  one  was  denied  (Storage  unit  facility  at  12  Hale  Street)  and  one  was 
withdrawn  (Sheet  metal  business  at  27  Hickery  Road).  The  other  three  appeals  were  granted. 

B.  There  were  twenty  (20)  requests  for  Special  Exceptions  to  the  terms  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance.  There  were  ten  (10)  appeals  for  Mixed  Use,  ten  (10)  appeals  for  uses  permitted  only 
by  Special  Exception  in  each  of  their  respective  zoning  districts.  Of  the  Special  Exceptions,  one 
was  denied  (Mixed  use  at  12  Hale  Street);  one  was  withdrawn  and  the  rest  granted. 

The  fees  collected  for  ZBA  applications  were  $3,176.08.

Jim  brings  a  fresh  perspective  with  him,  as  well  as  commitments  to  not  only  serve  his 
community  professionally,  but  as  a  private  citizen  as  well.  As  always,  we  appreciate  and 
applaud  the  efforts  of  the  volunteers  who  serve  on  these  boards,  which  are  so  vital  to  ensuring 
that  our  government  process  functions  efficiently  and  responsively  here  in  our  hometown.

2006  Annual  Report 

Through  UVLSRPC  membership,  the  27  cities  and  towns  of  the  Upper  Valley,  Sullivan  County  and  Lake 
Sunapee  area  strive  to  ensure  that  the  growth  of  the  Region  does  not  lower  the  quality  of  life,  and  that  it 
enhances  rather  than  threatens  our  healthy  economy.  Regional  planning  provides  a  mechanism  for 
communities  that  live  and  work  together  to  collaborate  on  issues  of  common  concern,  such  as 
transportation,  emergency  preparedness,  economic  development,  housing  and  resource  protection.  Your 
community's  active  participation  in  UVLSRPC  provides  you  with  a  voice  in  regional  activities,  as  well  as 
in  decision-making  at  the  state  level  that  affects  the  future  of  your  community. 

Here  is  a  summary  of  our  work  during  the  past  year: 

■  Obtained  funding  for  Route  20  Corridor  Management  Plan  in  Hanover  and  Lebanon,  and  for 
transit  planning  with  Community  Transportation  Services  in  Sullivan  County. 

■  Completed  approval  process  for  Comprehensive  Economic  Development  Strategy  (CEDS) 
developed  for  Sullivan  County  to  increase  eligibility  for  federal  funding  for  economic  development 
and  infrastructure  improvements.  Continued  to  collaborate  with  economic  development  partners 
in  Grafton  County  through  the  North  Country  CEDS  Committee. 

■  Partnered  with  Lake  Sunapee  Protective  Association  and  Sunapee  Area  Watershed  Coalition  to 
help  communities  collaborate  on  watershed  management  planning. 

■  Brought  Route  4  Corridor  Management  Plan  near  completion  to  balance  growth  of  Canaan  and 
Enfield  village  centers  with  needs  of  commuters. 

■  Adopted  revised  UVLSRPC  Regional  Plan  incorporating  new  Housing  and  Economic 
Development  elements. 

■  Promoted  our  region's  priorities  for  Federal  and  state  transportation  funding  including 
Transportation  Enhancement  (TE)  Grants.  Served  on  NH  Congestion  Mitigation  &  Air  Quality 
Advisory  Committee  (CMAQ). 

■  Worked  with  state  agencies  to  ensure  that  the  needs  of  our  region's  communities  are  understood 
and  addressed.  Participated  in  work  group  studying  sprawl  in  NH  and  effectiveness  of  state 
smart  growth  policies,  NH  Association  of  Regional  Planning  Commission's  Legislative  Policy 
Committee,  NH  GIS  Advisory  Committee,  and  Mount  Sunapee  Ski  Area  Advisory  Committee. 

■  Co-wrote  innovative  zoning  guidebook  with  NHDES  and  NHARPC. 

■  Assisted  Connecticut  River  Joint  Commissions  with  update  of  corridor  management  plan. 

■  Provided  consulting  services  to  Twin  Pines  Housing  Trust. 

■  Participated  in  Sullivan  County  Community  Mobility  Project  to  begin  identifying  and  addressing 
unmet  transportation  needs. 

■  Performed  over  1 00  traffic  counts  throughout  the  region  to  provide  data  for  state  and  regional 
transportation  needs. 
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Continued  day  to  day  collaboration  with  regional  partner  organizations,  e.g.  Advance  Transit, 
Community  Transportation  Services,  Upper  Valley  Transportation  Management  Association, 
Connecticut  River  Joint  Commissions,  Connecticut  River  Byway  Council,  Upper  Valley 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Committee,  Upper  Valley  Housing  Coalition,  North  Country  R  C  & 
D,  and  Lake  Sunapee  Protective  Association. 

Organized  4  hazardous  waste  collections  in  which  over  700  households  participated  to  keep  over 
4,500  gallons  of  hazardous  chemicals  out  of  the  region's  groundwater. 

Facilitated  4  roundtable  discussions  for  municipal  representatives  to  discuss  and  get  advise  on 
issues  of  common  concern  including:  balanced  growth,  protecting  community  quality  of  life  and 
natural  resources,  the  need  for  more  affordable  and  senior  housing,  the  tax  structure,  the  lack  of 
money  for  planning,  Class  VI  road  policies.  Tax  Increment  Financing  (TIF)  districts, 
telecommunications  towers,  FEMA  assistance,  flood  management  and  other  emergency 
preparedness,  and  keeping  the  master  plan  a  current  and  living  document. 

Assisted  15  communities  with  updates  of  local  master  plans,  6  with  natural  resource  inventories, 
7  with  zoning  amendments,  3  with  other  regulations,  and  3  with  capital  improvement  programs. 

Completed  road  inventories  in  5  additional  member  communities,  ensuring  that  full  state  aid  for 
maintenance  is  received. 

Conducted  hazard  mitigation  planning  in  8  communities  as  required  for  continued  eligibility  for 
federal  disaster  assistance  and  hazard  mitigation  funds.  Assisted  5  with  review  of  National  Flood 
Insurance  Program  compliance.  Assisted  Sullivan  County  communities  with  process  to  adopt 
new  floodplain  maps  to  ensure  residents'  continued  eligibility  for  flood  insurance. 

Assisted  6  communities  with  review  of  proposed  developments. 

Completed  special  projects  to  address  local  needs,  such  as  the  Elkins  Village  Plan  in  New 
London  and  culvert  inventory  for  Newbury. 

Compiled  planning  how-tos  for  communities  interested  in  enhancing  their  "creative  economy"  as 
an  economic  development  tool. 

Continued  emphasis  on  informational  programs  and  training  for  local  officials  including  law 
lecture  series  and  bimonthly  programs  including:  Being  Heard  in  Concord,  Managing  Growth  in 
the  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Region,  Planning  for  Town  Woodlands,  Natural  Resource 
Inventories,  and  Reducing  Municipal  Energy  Consumption:  Addressing  Climate  Change. 

Responded  to  numerous  day-to-day  requests  from  local  board  members  and  staff  for  guidance, 
date  and  GIS  maps. 

Maintained  website  -  www.uvlsrpc.orq  -  to  share  information  on  planning  issues  and  events,  and 
kept  library  current  with  the  latest  technical  guidance,  planning  literature,  and  sample  regulations. 

Provided  information  to  businesses,  residents,  libraries,  school  districts  and  other  area 
organizations. 

Participated  in  professional  development  activities  to  ensure  planning  staff  stays  up-to-date  on 
best  practices,  emerging  topics,  GIS,  and  changes  in  NH  land  use  law  and  federal  funding 
programs  of  benefit  to  communities. 
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Each  year  we  try  to  address  the  highest  priority  needs  of  each  area  of  the  region,  while  balancing  the 
differing  concerns  of  larger  and  smaller  communities.  In  FY2006  we  held  a  retreat  to  enable 
representatives  from  member  communities  and  other  local  officials  to  identify  the  most  important 
focus  areas  for  the  UVLSRPC  for  the  next  5  years.  The  following  5  priorities  were  identified: 

Planning  for  and  Managing  Growth 
Resource  Protection 
Economic  Stability 
Education  and  Advocacy 
Solid  Waste 

We  appreciate  the  high  level  of  participation  and  support  we  receive  from  our  communities,  and  look 
forward  to  continuing  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  region  in  addressing  the  issues  above  and  others  that 
arise  in  the  future.  We  count  on  feedback  from  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  each  community,  as 
well  as  local  officials  and  residents,  to  ensure  that  our  work  program  continues  to  focus  on  those  regional 
issues  that  are  of  the  highest  priority  to  you.

2006  Annual  Report 


Plant  Superintendent  Plant  Operator 

Arnold  L.  Greenleaf  Richard  Boone 

Our  big  project  this  year  was  to  finish  the  process  of  removing  the  3  remaining  bags  of  sludge 
from  the  plant.  We  spent  two  months  getting  the  material  removed  from  the  bags,  the  bags 
themselves  removed  from  the  site  and  then  having  a  contractor  remove  the  sludge  for  disposal 
to  a  landfill.  Once  the  sludge  removal  had  been  completed  we  cleaned  out  the  basins  and  did 
some  minor  modifications  that  we  felt  would  help  the  process.  We  then  dumped  40,000 
pounds  of  tire  chips  into  them  to  act  as  drainage  media  for  the  new  bags  we  will  set  up  in 
2007.  The  tire  chips  are  spread  6"  deep  and  will  give  us  a  tremendous  amount  of  area  for 
drainage  from  the  bags.  Our  intent  now  is  to  fill  only  two  bags  at  a  time  and  use  them  for  two 
summers  before  we  open  them  up  to  dispose  of  their  contents. 

We  continued  again  this  year  to  make  further  improvements  in  upgrading  the  various  pieces 
of  operational  equipment  throughout  the  plant.  One  of  our  biggest  improvements  was  a  result 
of  the  2005  flooding.  The  surge  that  hit  that  night  of  the  flooding  took  out  the  pump  controller 
necessitating  that  it  be  replaced,  the  unit  was  too  old  to  be  repaired  so  a  new  more  efficient 
unit  was  purchased.  We  also  decided  to  upgrade  the  pump  motor  as  well  to  a  high  efficiency 
motor  which  has  also  helped  to  reduce  our  electrical  consumption.  There  were  many  other 
small,  but  necessary  improvements  done  to  the  plumbing  and  electrical  fixtures  within  the 
building  to  keep  everything  in  a  good  state  of  repair.  We  have  finally  replaced  all  light 
fixtures  and  small  equipment  that  remained  from  1971  plant  construction  as  well  as  most  high 
use  items  from  the  1987  upgrade.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  upgrade  the  plant  to  newer 
standards  for  energy  efficiency.  Once  we  finish  the  upgrade  of  the  second  raw  sewage  pump 
in  2007,  all  of  our  high  energy  consumption  equipment  will  be  upgraded  to  the  latest 
efficiency  standards.  In  another  avenue  to  improve  our  environment,  we  are  now  on  our 
second  year  of  burning  B-lOO  Bio-diesel,  100%  soybean  oil,  to  heat  the  building,  power  our 
emergency  generator  as  well  as  running  our  John  Deere  lawn  tractor.  It  is  one  of  the  best 
changes  we  made,  as  all  of  the  equipment  stays  cleaner  and  smells  much  better  to  be  around 
when  it  is  operating. 

We  have  also  been  replacing  most  of  the  carbon  steel  hardware  that  was  installed  around  the 
plant  with  the  1987  upgrade  as  well.  Almost  20  years  of  exposure  in  the  corrosive 
environment  has  taken  its  toll  and  we  have  found  that  it  is  best  to  use  stainless  steel  or  plastic 
composite  products  for  replacement  parts.  We  have  found  that  this  not  only  extends  the  life  of 
the  new  hardware,  but  minimizes  the  maintenance  required  to  keep  everything  painted.  A 
great  deal  of  time  was  spent  cleaning  up  trash,  trimming  up  brush  and  trees  along  the  river 
and  around  the  lagoons  to  keep  the  grounds  safe  and  presentable. 

Plant  personnel  spent  time  this  summer  at  the  landfill  on  Breakneck  Road  picking  up  trash, 
cutting  brush  and  inspecting  the  site.  The  wells  and  surface  water  sites  were  inspected  and 
sampled  twice  for  the  year. 
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The  Town  is  still  overseeing  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Dorr  Woolen  lagoons  as 
the  lagoons  still  are  handling  a  large  volume  of  storm  water  and  runoff.  This  requires  a  fair 
amount  of  time  from  the  operators  in  sampling  flows  at  the  site  as  well  as  monitoring  and 
maintaining  the  facility  as  a  whole.  Work  is  ongoing  to  hopefully  dewater  and  remove  the 
sludge  from  the  4  lagoons  sometime  in  the  future,  then  breeching  them  so  they  will  no  longer 
be  functional. 

The  Industrial  Pretreatment  Program  (IPP)  work  is  still  ongoing.  Work  has  progressed  on 
getting  our  new  Sewer  Use  Ordinance  put  together  so  that  shortly  we  can  seek  approval  of  it 
and  it  should  be  in  effect  sometime  in  the  future.  There  must  be  an  extra  effort  on  everyone's 
part  to  eliminate  the  disposal  of  any  expired  or  unused  medications,  petroleum  based  products 
and  any  other  hazardous  or  toxic  compounds  into  the  sewer  system  that  could  impact  the 
collection  and  treatment  systems.  There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  fats,  oils  and  greases 
being  disposed  of  into  the  sewer  system,  unfortunately  it  is  not  breaking  down  and  is  ending 
up  as  large  clumps  in  our  wetwells  or  going  through  the  plant  and  floating  on  the  surface  of 
the  lagoons.  This  results  in  time  being  spent  to  skim  it  off  the  surface  before  it  becomes  a 
treatment  problem.  There  is  literature  available  at  the  plant  and  Town  office  that  can  provide 
information  on  how  to  properly  dispose  of  fats,  oils,  greases,  unused  medications  and 
hazardous  waste  rather  than  discarding  it  to  the  sewer  system.  Should  anyone  need  help  or 
information  in  how  to  deal  with  the  proper  disposal  of  any  of  these  types  of  products  please 
do  not  hesitate  to  call  us  at  the  treatment  plant.  We  will  provide  you  with  whatever  assistance 
you  may  need  so  that  they  are  not  improperly  disposed  of  into  the  sewer  system. 

Both  plant  operators  attended  numerous  classes  for  lagoon  operation,  plant  maintenance, 
safety  and  regulatory  changes  throughout  the  year  to  maintain  our  operator  certification. 

We  also  would  like  to  thank  those  residents  who  participated  in  the  fall  leaf  pickup,  especially 
those  who  used  the  paper  bags.  We  once  again  had  just  a  small  amount  of  waste  plastic  to 
dispose  of  this  year  and  handling  the  leaves  is  so  much  cleaner  and  safer  than  it  has  ever  been 
in  the  past.  We  appreciate  your  efforts  to  reduce  the  unnecessary  waste  plastic. 

For  those  interested  in  weather  data,  our  annual  recorded  precipitation  here  at  the  plant  was 
54.21".  This  makes  it  our  third  wettest  year  on  record  after  54.38"  in  1996,  it  would  not  have 
taken  too  much  more  rain  and  2006  would  have  been  the  second  wettest  year  after  the  record 
rainfall  in  2005. 

The  precipitation  level  was  slightly  less  than  2005  levels  and  the  flow  to  the  plant  was  as  well. 
The  average  daily  flow  into  the  plant  was  running  763,696  gallons  per  day  (GPD)  which  was 
only  3,340  GPD  less  than  flow  levels  we  saw  the  previous  year.  Our  daily  flows  are  nowhere 
near  as  high  as  they  have  been  in  past  years  when  we  have  had  rainy  years,  so  it  shows  that  all 
of  the  effort  to  repair  the  Town  sewer  system  in  the  last  few  years  is  starting  to  pay  off.

The  Newport  Water  Department  is  committed  to  providing  our  customers  with  quality  water 
that  meets  or  surpasses  all  state  and  federal  standards  for  quality  and  safety.  Our  water  is 
sampled  and  tested  in  accordance  with  state  and  federal  requirements  for  over  1 50  different 
contaminants. 

Many  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  water  system  again  this  year.  New  water  services 
were  activated  on  Riverview  Road,  Elm  Street,  Lucinda  Circle,  Springbrook  Park,  Oak  Street 
and  Willow  Street.  The  Water  Department  also  replaced  a  water  service  line  on  Autumn 
Lane. 

Pollards  Mills  Water  Main  Project  was  completed.  700  feet  of  new  water  main  and  a  new  fire 
hydrant  were  installed  on  Pollards  Mills  Road.  This  new  8"  water  main  replaces  a  1"  iron  line 
that  was  installed  around  1 91 5.  BUR  Construction  Company  was  contracted  to  do  the  work. 

The  Water  Department  repaired  water  main  breaks  on  Winter  Street,  Unity  Road,  Belknap 
Ave,  West  Street,  Sunapee  Street,  on  the  golf  course  near  South  Main  Street  and  on 
Pollards  Mills  Road.  Two  of  these  water  main  breaks  were  located  with  the  use  of  our  new 
correlating  logger.    We  are  using  this  new  equipment  to  survey  the  water  system  for  leaks. 

We  have  enhanced  the  security  of  our  water  system  by  installing  new  video  surveillance 
systems  in  the  Pollards  Mills  Well  building  and  the  PRV  building.  These  video  recording 
units  were  built  by  the  Water  department  from  old  computers  and  free  software. 

The  sewer  pumping  stations  required  several  repairs.  We  have  replaced  alarm  systems  on 
Sunapee  Street  Pump  Station  and  Guild  Ejector  Station  and  installed  a  new  4"  plug  valve 
and  section  of  4"  iron  pipe  in  Guild  Ejector  Station. 

Work  continued  this  year  on  the  new  Sewer  Use  Ordinance  draft.  It  is  nearing  completion 
and  has  been  reviewed  by  NHDES,  Town  departments,  local  industry,  and  attorneys. 

At  the  Water  Treatment  Plant,  we  experimented  with  washing  some  filter  sand  and  we  plan 
on  continuing  to  refine  the  sand  cleaning  process. 

More  improvements  were  made  to  Oilman  Pond  Dam  by  installing  rip-rap  in  the  discharge 
stream  and  making  minor  repairs  to  the  concrete  structure. 
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The  Water  &  Sewer  Department  coordinated  with  the  Highway  Department  in  raising  our 
manhole  covers  and  gate  valve  covers  in  conjunction  with  the  highway  shim  and  overlay 
project. 

Water  &  Sewer  Department  personnel  have  also  assisted  the  Highway  Department  in  culvert 
cleaning  and  winter  road  maintenance. 

Newport  Water  &  Sewer  Department  personnel  received  professional  development  training 
in  Pumps  and  Pumping;  Bench  Top  Laboratory  Skills;  Hydrant  and  Valve  Maintenance; 
Ethics  and  Drinking  Water  Operations;  "O"  rings,  Seals  and  Packings;  Water  Main 
Disinfection;  Pump  Troubleshooting;  Collection  System  Training;  Storm  Water  management; 
Protecting  Water  Resources;  Granite  State  Rural  water  Association  Field  Day;  Correlating 
Logger  Field  Training;  Archiving  Documents;  FOG;  Process  Control  Instrumentation; 
Distribution  System  Water  Quality;  Biological  Nutrient  Removal;  and  Basic  Wastewater 
Operator  Training. 

The  Water  Filtration  Facility  continues  to  consistently  produce  high  quality  water.  Water 
Production  in  2006  was  less  than  0.3%  greater  than  in  2004.  The  Pollards  Mills  Well 
produces  about  15%  of  our  total  water  supply.

What  is  the  water  quality  of  my  drinking  water? 

Due  to  a  single  sample  taken  in  November  2005,  The  results  for  the  1st  quarter  of  2006  average  exceeded  the 
standard  or  maximum  contaminant  level  (MCL)  of  80  ppb,  for  Total  Trihalomethanes.  In  the  first  quarter  of  2006, 
the  running  4  quarter  average  of  Total  Trihalomethanes  was  81  ppb.  The  Newport  Water  Department  has  made 
operational  changes  to  reduce  the  level  of  trihalomethanes  in  our  water  system. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  drinking  water  now  meets  all  federal  and  state  requirements.  We  will  continue  to 
work  in  your  behalf  in  order  to  provide  you  with  quality  drinking  water. 


What  is  the  source  of  my  water? 

Newport  Waterworks'  water  comes  from  two  sources:  surface  water  from  Oilman  Pond  in  Unity,  NH,  and 
Groundwater  from  a  deep  well  at  Pollards  Mills  The  Oilman  Pond  Water  Filtration  Treatment  Plant  treats 
approximately  0.550  million  gallons  per  day  (mgd)  and  is  the  primary  water  source.  The  Pollards  Mills  Well  is 
used  as  a  supplemental  source.  Oilman  Pond  is  a  lake  in  Unity  NH  that  has  been  Newport' s  primary  water  supply 
for  over  one-hundred  years.  The  water  in  this  lake  has  exception  clarity  with  visibility  to  25  feet.  Water  from 
Oilman  Pond  is  piped  into  our  water  treatment  plant  where  we  use  a  treatment  process  known  as  slow  sand 
filtration.  Slow  sand  filtration  is  one  of  the  most  reliable  water  treatment  methods. 


Why  are  contaminants  in  my  water? 

Drinking  water,  including  bottled  water,  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  contain  at  least  small  amounts  of 
contaminants.  The  presence  of  contaminants  does  not  necessarily  indicate  that  water  poses  a  health  risk.  More 
information  about  contaminants  and  potential  health  effects  can  be  obtained  by  calling  the  US  Environmental 
Protection  Agency's  Safe  Drinking  Water  Hotline  (1-800-426-4791).

Description  of  Drinking  Water  Contaminants: 

The  sources  of  drinking  water  (both  tap  water  and  bottled  water)  include  rivers,  lakes, 
streams,  ponds,  reservoirs,  springs,  and  wells.  As  water  travels  over  the  surface  of  the  land  or 
through  the  ground,  it  dissolves  naturally-occurring  minerals  and,  in  some  cases,  radioactive 
material,  and  can  pick  up  substances  resulting  from  the  presence  of  animals  or  from  human 
activity.  Contaminants  that  may  be  present  in  source  water  include: 

iVIicroblal  contaminants,  such  as  viruses  and  bacteria,  which  may  come  from  sewage  treatment 
plants,  septic  systems,  agricultural  livestock  operations,  and  wildlife. 

Inorganic  contaminants,  such  as  salts  and  metals,  which  can  be  naturally  occurring  or  result 
from  urban  storm  water  runoff,  industrial  or  domestic  wastewater  discharges,  oil  and  gas 
production,  mining  or  farming 

Pesticides  and  hierbicides,  which  may  come  from  a  variety  of  sources  such  as  agriculture, 
urban  storm  water  runoff,  and  residential  uses. 

Organic  chemical  contaminants,  including  synthetic  and  volatile  organic  chemicals,  which 
are  by-products  of  industrial  processes  and  petroleum  production,  and  can  also  come  from  gas 
stations,  urban  storm  water  runoff,  and  septic  systems. 

Radioactive  contaminants,  which  can  be  naturally-occurring  or  be  the  result  of  oil  and  gas 
production  and  mining  activities. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  tap  water  is  safe  to  drink,  EPA  prescribes  regulations  which  limit 
the  amount  of  certain  contaminants  in  water  provided  by  public  water  systems.  The  United  States 
Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  regulations  establish  limits  for  contaminants  in  bottled  water 
which  must  provide  the  same  protection  for  public  health. 

Source  Water  Assessment  Summary: 

The  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  has  prepared  a  Source  Water  Assessment  Report 
for  the  sources  serving  Newport  Water  Works.  The  report  ranks  the  relative  vulnerability  to 
possible  contamination  of  our  water  supplies.  The  factors  of  the  Source  Water  Assessments  are 
rated  based  upon  the  potential  effects  of  human  activity  from  pollution  sources  such  as  roads, 
farms,  industries,  disposal  sites  and  houses.  The  results  of  the  assessments  are  as  follows: 
For  Oilman  Pond  water  supply,  0  factors  were  rated  high,  1  was  rated  medium,  and  1 1  were  rated 
low.  For  the  Pollards  Mills  Well,  2  factors  were  rated  high,  3  were  rated  medium,  and  7  were  rated 
low.

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NEWPORT  TOWN  ASSISTANCE 
(WELFARE) 


This  has  been  my  first  full  year  working  as  the  welfare  official  for  the  Town.  It  has  been 
challenging  at  times;  other  times  interesting,  and  also  rewarding.  Different  situations  and 
challenges  for  this  office  can  present  itself  on  any  given  day.  My  main  objective  is  to  assist 
applicants  to  the  best  of  my  ability  while  keeping  the  Town's  interest  in  mind. 

The  biggest  and  most  important  objective  as  I  see  it,  is  to  help  applicants  to  become  self 
sufficient  with  maintaining  their  lives,  while  also  keeping  costs  to  a  minimum.  The  process  is 
done  by  continuing  to  advise  applicants  of  the  other  resources  that  are  available  to  them. 

Other  resources  that  are  available  are: 

1 .  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health  &  Human  Services 

(Medicaid,  TANF,  Food  Stamps,  and  Aide  to  the  Permanently  and 
Totally  Disabled  (APTD) 

2.  Southwestern  Community  Services  (fijel,  electrical  and  rental  assistance) 

3.  The  Newport  Food  Pantry 

4.  Serve  New  England  (low  cost  food  packages  in  exchange  for  community  service) 

5.  Social  Security  Offices  (SSI  and  SSDI) 

6.  Partners  in  Health 

7.  Medication  Program 

8.  Medication  Bridges  Program 

9.  Consumer  Credit  Counseling  Services  of  NH  and  VT 
10.   Local  churches 

Recipients  of  town  aide  have  a  duty  to  accept  and  to  pursue  referrals  to  other  agencies.  They 
are  also  encouraged  to  negotiate  directly  with  utility  companies  and  landlords  to  make 
payment  arrangements  on  outstanding  balances.  Conditions  in  writing  are  also  issued  most 
times,  if  the  applicant  needs  to  come  back  to  apply  for  further  assistance.  These  are  an 
assortment  of  conditions  that  have  to  be  met  to  qualify  for  additional  assistance. 

For  the  year  2006,  monetary  assistance  was  given  as  follows: 

Rent  $53,006.00  (an  increase  of  29.7%  compared  to  2005) 

Electrical  $  5, 196. 10  (a  decrease  of  12.0%  compared  to  2005) 

Fuel  $  2,591 .09  (a  decrease  of  61 .8%  compared  to  2005) 

Medical  $  2,141.17(anincreaseof  135.8%  compared  to  2005) 

Food  $       50.00  (a  decrease  of  800.0%  compared  to  2005) 

Shelter  $  3, 1 80.60  (an  increase  of  143 . 8%  compared  to  2005) 

Other  $  1,348.65

These  amounts  are  a  reflection  of  196  applicants  of  which  35  were  new.  Four  applications 
were  withdrawn  and  25  were  denied  last  year. 

Rent  assistance  has  increased  because  of  average  rates  being  $700.00  to  $1,000.00  monthly 
for  rent;  and  sometimes  the  applicant  is  faced  with  owing  two  months  or  more  to  be  paid  to 
prevent  eviction.  That  increase  is  also  reflected  in  the  expense  of  the  homeless  shelter. 

Fuel  aid  has  decreased  due  to  the  mild  weather  that  started  the  winter  season.  That  delay  gave 
the  fuel  assistance  program  of  Southwestern  Conmi.  Services  time  to  kick  into  place. 

There  also  was  a  payback  to  the  Town,  in  return  for  past  assistance,  in  the  amount  of 
$2,81 1.87  for  the  year  2006. 

I  am  still  a  member  of  the  N.  H.  Local  Welfare  Administrators  Association. 

This  office  continues  to  refer  applicants  to  the  Newport  Willey  Christmas  Program  that  assists 
needy  families  at  this  time  of  year.

The  year  2006  was  spent  reviewing  and  modifying  the  operations  of  the  Finance 
Department  in  the  wake  of  the  October  2005  reorganization.  While  ambulance  billing 
is  now  being  processed  by  an  outside  contractor,  we  have  had  unanticipated  work 
processing  and  reconciling  the  billings  and  payments,  which  has  taken  time  away  from 
other  functions.  One  result  was  the  delay  in  implementing  the  asset  reporting  in  the 
financial  statements. 

Accordingly,  the  major  project  for  2007  is  the  reporting  of  the  assets  for  the  2007  audit 
report.  Assets  to  be  included  are  equipment,  land  and  buildings  as  well  as  infrastructure, 
roads  and  bridges.  The  other  goal  for  2007,  much  like  2006,  is  the  continued  review 
department  operations  in  the  wake  of  the  2005  reorganization. 

From  a  financial  standpoint,  the  Town  remains  in  strong  position,  with  adequate  cash 
balances,  and  moderate  uncollected  taxes.  The  Property  Tax  Lien  History  on  page  100 
shows  the  consistent  lien  activity,  both  in  numbers  of  properties  and  percentage  of 
collection  in  the  last  decade.  We  were  able  to  absorb  the  cost  of  the  repairs  of  the  flood 
damage  of  May  and  July  2006,  which  was  not  covered  by  a  FEMA  disaster  declaration, 
in  the  2006  budget,  easing  the  affect  on  the  current  budget  .  Current  revenues  and 
expenditures  are  currently  within  budget.  The  budget  for  next  year  has  decreased 
expenditures  but  a  greater  decrease  in  revenues,  resulting  in  a  tax  increase. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  my  staff  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication.

ASSESSMENT  REVIEW 

The  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  performed  an  assessment  review  in  2006.  The 
review  involved  visiting  a  random  selection  of  properties  to  verify  that  our  data  was  correct  for 
that  property,  reviewing  all  exemption  applications  to  confirm  that  the  property  ovmer  receiving 
the  exemption  was  qualified,  verifying  our  tax  maps  were  as  accurate  as  possible  and  also 
verifying  the  appHcations  for  parcels  of  property  enrolled  in  current  use. 

Newport  passed  in  all  areas  of  this  review  with  the  exception  of  the  current  use  applications.  In 
some  instances,  when  the  parcel  was  originally  enrolled  into  current  use,  usually  in  thel970's  and 
1980's  there  wasn't  always  a  map  mcluded  with  the  application  which  is  a  requirement  for  current 
use.  We  will  be  reviewing  these  applications  to  make  sure  our  files  are  complete  before  our  next 
assessment  review  in  five  years. 

PROPERTY  REVALUATION 

In  2007  Nev^ort  will  be  undergoing  a  revaluation.  The  last  revaluation  was  done  in  1998.  The 
tax  rate  in  2006  was  $38.93  per  thousand  and  the  general  level  of  assessment  was  approximately 
45%  of  market  value.  The  Assessor  has  begun  inspecting  properties  that  have  been  sold  within 
the  past  couple  of  years.  We  have  mailed  income  and  expense  surveys  to  commercial  property 
owners  and  wUl  be  collecting  sales  information  until  April  1,  2007  to  complete  our  analysis.  Once 
the  fair  market  values  are  determined  for  each  property  type,  the  Assessor  will  calculate  the  new 
values  and  each  property  owner  will  be  notified  of  their  new  assessments.  This  notification  will 
take  place  in  the  fall  of  2007.  The  new  values  will  be  in  place  for  the  2007  T^  property  tax  bill. 
The  assessing  records  will  be  available  on-line  beginning  in  the  spring  of  2007.  You  can  view 
Newport's  records  by  visiting  our  software  company's  website  at  avitarofiieinc.com.  This  will 
give  the  property  ovmers  the  ability  to  review  their  parcel  information  and  also  enable  them  to 
compare  other  properties  in  Nev^^ort. 

ASSESSING  RECORDS  ONLINE 

Property  owners  will  be  able  to  access  Newport's  assessing  records  online  beginning  May  1.  To 
access  the  records  you  can  visit  avitarofiieinc. com  and  under  online  databases  select  "log  on". 
From  there  you  will  select  Newport  and  enter  the  given  user  id  and  password.  Being  able  to  look 
at  the  assessing  records  will  allow  property  owners  to  compare  their  property  value  with 
comparable  properties  after  the  revaluation  is  complete. 
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E-911  MAPS 

The  State  of  NH  Bureau  of  Emergency  Communications  spent  time  in  Newport  last  fall  and  has 
collected  all  property  location  information  for  new  E-91 1  maps.  They  have  made  suggestions  for 
problem  areas  that  we  will  correct.  Part  of  this  process  is  notifying  the  property  owner  of  their 
address  so  that  they  can  post  it  in  a  visible  location.  Your  cooperation  in  this  process  is 
appreciated.  Our  goal  is  to  provide  emergency  services  to  you  in  the  event  of  a  crisis  without 
delay. 

TAX  MAPS 

At  this  year's  town  meetmg,  one  of  the  warrant  articles  will  be  to  request  the  final  amount  needed 
to  fixnd  a  complete  mapping  of  Newport  so  that  we  can  have  accurate  information  for  Newport 
properties.  This  project  will  use  aerial  photography,  G.P.S.  ground  control  and  would  enable  the 
development  of  a  digital  planimetric  base  map.  These  maps  would  be  providing  a  state  of  the  art 
mapping  system  for  Newport.  If  this  article  is  approved,  we  are  hoping  to  schedule  a  flyover 
sometime  in  early  2007.  The  maps  will  not  be  finalized  until  late  summer  2008.  We  will  then 
have  to  complete  a  conversion  of  information  fi-om  these  new  maps  to  our  assessing  database. 

OFFICE  HOURS/APPOINTMENTS 

The  Assessing  Office  is  open  Monday  through  Friday  fi-om  8:00am  to  3 :30pm.  Copies  of 
property  cards  and  basic  questions  can  be  answered  at  the  window  until  5:00pm.  The  Assessor 
holds  office  hours  two  days  per  month  and  appointments  can  be  arranged  if  you  would  like  to 
discuss  an  issue  Avith  him.

It  has  been  our  pleasure  to  serve  the  residents  of  Newport  this  past  year  as  it  has  in  previous 
years.  This  year  marks  my  20*  year  serving  the  citizens  of  Newport  as  your  Town  Clerk.  Addie 
Kozlik,  the  Deputy  Town  Clerk,  celebrated  her  16*  year. 

In  our  continuing  effort  to  keep  up  with  the  many  new  laws  and  changes  that  are  passed  each 
year,  I  attended  the  Town  Clerk's  Annual  Convention.  Addie  attended  the  Spring  Workshop. 

REGISTRATIONS: 

We  continue  to  serve  the  pubUc  as  Municipal  Agents.  We  do  new  registrations  (if  the  weight  is 
under  8001  pounds),  renewals  (if  not  more  than  three  months  late),  and  transfers.  This  includes 
passenger,  trailer,  and  motorcycle  plates. 

All  trailers  with  GVW  less  than  3001,  need  a  certificate  of  origin,  an  old  registration  or  a  vin 
verification  (TDMV19a)  filled  out.  If  there  is  no  VIN  #  we  will  need  to  have  a  TDMV19A  form 
filled  out,  then  we  can  issue  a  VIN  when  they  register. 

All  trailers  with  a  gross  vehicle  weight  (GVW)  of  3001  lbs  or  greater,  will  need  to  be  inspected  by 
a  NH  Highway  Patrol  and  Enforcement  Officer  if  there  is  no  VIN  located  on  the  trailer.  AAer 
inspection,  the  Enforcement  Officer  will  issue  the  trailer  a  NH  VIN  and  give  the  customer  a 
DSMV547  form,  for  a  fee  of  $30.00 

Low  digit  plates  can  only  be  renewed  up  to  30  days  late.  If  more  than  30  days  late  the  customer 
must  complete  the  transaction  in  Concord.  Any  type  of  change  in  ownership  must  also  be 
completed  in  Concord. 

Late  registration  of  over  3  months,  vehicles  with  a  gross  weight  of  over  8000  lbs  and  transfers  in 
vehicles  on  low  digit  plates  must  be  completed  at  either  a  NH  sub-  station  or  Concord. 

NOTE! !  Pink  slips  are  needed  for  registrants  under  1 8  years. 

If  you  are  doing  a  transfer  the  old  registration  or  certified  copy  from  the  state  is  required. 

If  you  are  doing  a  registration  in  a  busmess  name,  the  business  name  must  be  registered  with  the 
Secretary  of  State. 
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At  this  time  we  will  still  do  estimates,  but  only  if  you  have  your  plate  #  for  renewals,  and 
your  Vin  #  for  any  new.  For  transfers  we  need  the  old  plate  #  and  the  vin#  on  the  new. 

BOOK  RESTORATION:  Addie  filed  for  a  grant  fi^om  the  Conservation  Grant  Fund  (this  is  fi"om 
the  sale  of  the  conservation  (moose)  plates)  headed  by  the  NH  State  Library.  The  grant  was  for 
$2900.  They  accepted  her  application  and  we  now  are  in  the  process  of  restoring  3  more  books 
fi-om  the  1800's.  She  did  a  great  job! 


VOTING:  For  2006  we  had  the  Town  Meeting,  the  State  Primary  and  the  State  General 
Election.  The  results  are  on  a  separate  page. 

The  supervisors  of  the  checklist  have  many  scheduled  dates  to  register  new  voters.  We  register 
new  voters  every  day  at  our  office  and  same  day  voter  registration  is  always  available. 

We  are  now  operating  on  a  statewide  checklist.  There  is  still  a  lot  of  work  to  be  completed  so 
there  are  no  duplicate  votes  in  other  towns.  We  are  also  keying  in  the  correct  birthday  for  all 
registrants. 

VITAL  RECORDS:  Prices  for  certified  copies  remain  the  same  as  last  year.  The  first  copy  is 
$12.00,  additional  copies  obtained  at  the  same  time  are  $8.00.  Marriage  Licenses  are  $45.00. 
Laminating  is  available  and  is  especially  good  on  the  pocket  size  birth  certificates.  There  is  an 
additional  fee  of  $1.00  for  this  service. 

DOGS:  AU  dogs  should  be  registered  by  May  1  of  each  year.  Reminder:  As  soon  as  you  get  a 
new  dog  it  should  be  registered.  A  puppy  over  4  months  also  needs  to  be  registered.    Prices  are 
$9.00  for  a  regular  dog,  $6.50  for  an  altered  dog  or  a  puppy  up  to  age  7  months  and  $2.00  for  the 
1st  dog  of  a  person  age  65  or  older.  Proof  of  rabies  inoculation  and  neutering  is  required.

The  first  Newport  Historical  Society  was  estabhshed  in  1928.  Later  a  new  Society  was  incorporated  on 
February  26,  1975  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  chief  aim  of  the  Society  is  to  "...discover, 
collect  and  organize  any  material  which  relates  to  the  area  or  illustrates  the  history  . . .  of  the  area". 

The  Newport  Historical  Society  is  a  non-profit  organization  funded  by  private  and  corporate 
donations,  fundraising  events  and  membership  dues.  Yearly  dues  are  currently  $15.00  per  member. 
Monthly  meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Thursday  at  7PM,  at  the  Museum  from  May  to  September,  and  at 
the  Sugar  River  Savings  Bank  Community  Room  from  November  to  April. 

The  Society's  Museum,  housed  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  District  Court  Building  at 
Courthouse  Square,  sits  on  the  knoll  behind  the  Opera  House.  The  Museum  houses  a  large  number  of 
artifacts  which  have  been  collected  over  many  years.  It  is  accessible  by  entering  the  municipal  parking 
lot  off  of  Central  Street.  The  Museum  is  open  during  the  summer  several  days  a  week,  and  by 
appointment  during  the  winter.  Museum  exhibits  change  every  few  months,  so  return  again  and  again  to 
learn  more  about  the  history  of  the  Newport  area.
